Writing an Ad. 

Did you ever stop to think, you who 
read the advertisement in the newspa- 
pers, just what it means to get up the 
“ad.” every day for a big department 
store? The man in charge usually has 
a staff of assistants, who are assigned 
to certain departments of the store 
each day. They must familiarize them- 
selves with the stock of these depart- 
ments, while the manager of the ad- 
vertising department himself is sup- 
posed to keep thoroughly in touch 
with the entire stock of the store. He 
writes the general introduction to the 
advertisement each day and edits the 
copy turned in to him by his assistants, 
just as an editor handles the copy of 
his reporters. 

“Just as much taken with 
this matter as though it were so much

imperishable literature,” said the ad- 
vertising manager of a big department 


store. “You sometimes hear of a fa- 
mous author spending hours over one 
paragraph, writing it and rewriting it 
to get the best and strongest effect. 
You wouldn't think that would be nec- 
essary in writing an advertisement, 
but it is. My assistants sometimes 
spend an hour over one sentence. There 
is more science in writing an adver- 
tisement that will bring results than 
perhaps in any other form of compo 
sition.”"—Philadelphia Record 


Bogged. 

While traveling in Cornwall in 1891 
Rev. S. Baring-Gould came near being 
overwhelmed in a bog. Ie and his com- 
panions got lost and at dusk found 
themselves in a bog called Reduimire. 
Six bullocks had already been lost 
Sere that year. Mr. Baring-Gould’s ad- 
venture is related in his “Book of the 
West.”

An Ample Kitchen, 

What Is said to be the largest Fitchen 
in England is that of Raby Castle, the 
seat of the Duke of Cleveland.

From a evitral driving shaft a num- 
ber of arms radiate, which serve to 
earry vanes. Of these vanes each has 
one end pivotally attached to the outer 
end of one of the arms, so that it can 
swing freely. Stops are movably se- 


cured to the arms and arranged to pro- 
ject into the path of the vanes to bring 
them into driving connection with the 
Bars are slidable transversely 


NOVEL WIND OR WATER MOTOR, 
on the arms and are operatively con 


nected with the stops. A collar or ring 
normally engages the ends of the bars, 
the ring being provided with alternat 
ing elevations and depressions. The 
collar is locked by meaus of a lever. 
A stop lever is arranged to engage the 
projecting portion of the lock lever to 
uniock the collar whenever desired. 
3y means of this lever mechanism the 
collar can be made to rotate with the 
arms, or it can be thrown out of gear, 
so that the bars will sink into the de- 
pressions, thereby stopping the motor. 

The vanes, as our illustration shows, 
of pecullar construction. Each 
vane consists of a rectangular frame to 
which a cover is secured. To this rec- 
tangular frame canvas covered side 
frames are pivoted so that they can 
fold inwardly. At the pivotal or outer 
end of the vanes a folding canvas cov- 
ered end frame is attached and {s op- 
posed by a balancing frame likewise 
covered with canvas. The vanes are 
pressed by the current against the 
stops. When the vanes approach a po- 
sition directly in line with the wind, 
they are swung around on their pivots 
partially by the action of the wind on 
the end frames. This action is coun- 


re 


terbalanced by the balancing frame, 
thereby preventing the vanes from 


swinging around too soon. The vanes 
range in the direction of the wind, the 
several frames folding against the 
main frame. Against the current the 
vanes present a narrow edge and there- 
fore offer little resistance, automatical- 
ly preserving a direction parallel with 
the current until they strike the stops 
again. 


Utilizing the Sun's Heat, 

The sun’s heat has been harnessed a 
last. Dr. William Culver of Washing: 
ton has invented the necessary appa 
ratus, according to Pearson’s Magazine. 

In the inyentor’s laboratory, or “sun 
power yard,” as he prefers to call it, 
there are in all 1,600 small mirrors, ar- 
ranged on frames of different sizes, the 
largest holding 810 mirrors-and the 
smallest 28. Each mirror has been 
found capable, by actual thermometric 
al measurement, to retlect from 10 to 15 
degrees of heat, according to the lo- 
cation of the sun, the angle of the 
mirror and the heat or warmth of the 
day. With all the mirrors in 
therefore, a total heat of some 24,000 
degrees is generated. 

In the ordinary way Dr. Culver 
never uses more than one or two of 
his mirror frames simultaneously; in 
fact, unless required to melt down a 
mountain of stone or to perform some 


use, 


gigantic operation of the kind, he 
would hardly have cause to do so. 


The sun rays are focused on a piece 
of highly burnished metal, shaped like 
the inside of a washbasin, 
only much larger. A wood, 
three feet in length and an inch ac 
drawn soaking from a barrel of water 
and thrust into the reflected rays dries 
in about a half second and in another 
half bursts into flame. 

Each of the mirror frames operates 
a heliomotor of own. The beat, 
like ice, may be stored up indefinitely, 
for use in cloudy weather. The heat 
reservolr is a round metal tank, not un- 
like an ordinary gas storage tank, fill- 
ed with a combination of minerals and 
fitted with tight sliding doors. The 
heat is absebed by the minerals and 
may be drawn off when required with 
as much ease as beer is drawn from a 


cask.

Animals Without Feet. 

The hoofed animals, like the horse 
and the stag, have, strictly speaking, 
no feet, for they walk on their nails, 
and their feet have become part of their 
legs. The advantage seems to be a 
lengthening of the stride, just as a 
trained athlete learns to run on his toes 
to increase his pace. There is also the 
further advantage of no soft part to 
be injured by contact with the ground. 
Some monkeys have four hands, which 
must be a great advantage in climbing. 
The absence of legs as well as feet is 
an advantage to ,many animals that 
have to travel rapidly through the 
water or between the branches of trees 
or other obstructions. 

Legs would be but an obstruction to 
the tadpole while he swims by means 
of his powerful tail, but when he 
leaves the water legs and feet become 
an advantage. So the snake is able 
to creep through underwood and inte 
small holes with far greater ease with- 
out legs, and even the slow worm 
which seems such a helpless animal on 
flat ground, can creep through a hedge 
with remarkable ease and speed. The 
rudiments of legs are to be found in 
many snakes, so that there can be but 
little doubt that the absence of legs 
has proved an advantage and that 
natural selection has removed them. 


The Shrinkage of England, 
With regard to the east coast a sorry 


story has to be told, the county of 
Yorkshire, for instance, from Bridling- 


ton to Spurn lead, lias been disappear- 
ing, it is calculated, at an average rate 
of six feet a year. It is said that care- 
ful observation of a certain 12 mile 
stretch shows that the cliffs 40 feet 
zigh have been eaten away by the 
waves for 132 feet in 40 years. It is, 
however, at Spurn Head that the great- 
est ravages have taken place. 

In Edward I's time the village of 
Ravenspur, a seaport near Spurn Head, 
sent more than one member to par- 
liament; in 1399 and 1471 Henry IV 
and Edward IV, respectively, landed 
there, but very soon after the latter’s 
visit the entire town was swept away 
by the sea. Today the village of Kiln- 
sea alone stands upon the head; the old 
site of the village, a fair place on 
a hill, with a fine old church, destroyed 
by the waves in 1826, is now some 
hundreds of yards below high water 
mark, and when New Kilnsea joins it 
the sea and the Humber will not take

Production of Fuller's Earth. 

The production of fuller’s earth in 
| the United States has increased greatly 
' in the last five years, though recently it 
has shown a decline owing to large im- 
portations of the English material, 
which is preferred for filtering cotton- 
seed and lard oils. The chief source 
of the material in the United States is 
Quincy, Florida, though deposits have 
been found in New York, Colorado and 
Utah, as well as one of a promising na- 
ture in South Dakota, which furnishes 
almost an exact duplicate of the Eng- 
lish earth The American product is 
largely used as a substitute for bone- 
Wack in the filtering of mineral oils. 
As the cottonseed oil business is grow-

Good Afternoon, 


Several good points were brought out 
by Mr. Rice, Monday night, at the 
meeting of the corporators of the 
Quincy City Hospital. One was the 
ownership of the hospital. He made 
it plain that the hospital belonged to 


the people, more especially to the cor- 


porators, and if they did not attend the} 


annual meetings and put in the right 
men for trustees they were to blame, 
and no one else, if the hospital was not 
run as it should be. He said, also, he 
hoped the hospital would never be- 
come city property and have to be sup- 
ported by taxation. Then politics 
would enter into the management, and 
constant changes would not keep the 
hospital up to the mark. He believed 
thoroughly in ownership by the people 
and thought Quincy people were fully 
able to support and run a first-class 
hospital. Every ene was invited to 
become a member of the Corporation, 
and all that is necessary is to send in 
their name to be voted upon. No 
money is asked in annual dues or as- 
sessments. The only obligation is to 
attend the annual meeting and to have 
the interests of the hospital always at 
heart,

KING THANKS THE KAISER 


For His Visit to British Domains — 
Greatly Pleased by the Cordiality 
Shown Him— Great Pro-Emperor 


Demonstration In London 


London, Feb. 6.—All the morning pa- 
pers comment in a tone of the greatest 
eratitude and admiration upon Emperor 
William’s visit. “No royal visit ever 
impressed the heart and mind of the 
nation so deeply,” says The Times, “and 
we decline to believe that it will pre-, 
judice Great Britain's relations with 
other powers, as some German papers 
seem to believe.” 

The Daily Telegraph, whose remarks 
are in a similar vein, reiterates its 
statement that there is not the slightest 
foundation for the suggestion that Em- 
peror William will interfere in sig | 
Scuth African question. f 

Emperor William has returned on 
board the imperial yacht Hohenzollern, 
at Port Victoria, on his way home, af- 
ter receiving from London crowds de- 
monstrative expressions of their ap- 
preciation of his prolonged visit to Eng- 
land. The emperor's passage through 
london from Windsor, however, wis 
somewhat marred by bad weather. 

Unmistakable evidence of the place 
he has won in the hearts of the English 
people was seen in the affection with 
which he was bidden farewell by King 
Edward, the Duke of Connaught and 
other members of the royal family. A 
naval parade greeted the emperor's ar- 
rival at Fort Victoria, when all the 
war vessels dressed ship, this being 
further evidence of the exceptioual of- 
ticial cordiality existing between the 
two countries. Emperor William was 
accompanied by Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William and the Duke of Sparta. 

It was at Charing Cross railroad sta- 
tion, subsequent to a luncheon at Marl- 
borough House, that the chief ovation

After an affectionate farewell be- 
tween the two monarchs, the train start- 
ed out amid the playing of the na- 
tional anthem by the band of the Cold- 
stream Guards and the cheers of the 
people. IKing Edward ran forward to 
take a final grip of Emperor William's 
hand, which was held out of a window. 
It was evident that no one was better 
pleased at the day’s proceedings than 
the emperor himself. A uumber of 
German detectives ceaselessly followed 
in his fvotsteps and boarded the im- 
perial train before it started. 

For the first time in many days the 
flags in the streets and on buildings 
flew at the flagstalf heads. The Ger- 
man flag was prominently displayed. 

Such was the pro-emperor demoa- 


to keep his hand to his hat continually, 
giving military salutes. The Germun 
squadron sailed last night. 

Emperor William’s speech at the 
luncheon dealt fin the main with mat- 
ters of purely family concern, arising 
out of the death of Queen Victoria. 
There were only two speakers. King 
Edward thauked the emperor on be- 
half of the British people and himself, 
and paid him a cordial farewell. The 
kaiser replied in terms reciprocating 
the good wishes of the king. Both 
monarchs alluded to the good under- 
standing between the two peoples in 
furthering the cause of peace and civil- 
ization. King Edward complimented 
the kaiser upon his speech. 

The Hobenzollern anchored last even- 
ing in Sheerness harbor. She sailed at 
6 o'clock this morning, escorted by the 
German cruiser Nymphe and the Brit- 
ish cruisers Niobe and Minerva. 

Professor Semon, physician for dis-

ITS FATE IN DOUBT 


Adherents and Opponents of Ship Sub- 
sidy Bill Appear Confident of Success 

Washington, Feb. 6.—The senate yes- 
terday passed the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill and partially con- 
sidered the bill making appropriations 
for the support of the West Point mili- 
tary academy. During the day the 
ship subsidy bill, by a vote of the sen- 
ate, Was formally laid aside and super- 
seded as the untinished business. 

The Republicans who favor the ship- 
ping bill declare that the measure will 
pass, They say the night sessions 
soon will dispose of the speeches to be 
made on the bill, and that it will come 
to a vote. ‘he opponents of the meas- 
ure still claim they can defeat it.

The Hague, Feb. 7.—Queen Wilhel- 
mina and Duke Heury og Mecklenberg- 
Schwerin were married here today. 
More than 100,000 Hollauders, with 
many foreigners, have been added to 
the population of the city. 


QUEEN WILHELMINA. 
People go marching about or in car- 


riages, singing or playing the national 
apthem. Groups of young men and 


women, costumed in white and orange 
and in other bright colors, are parading 
about singing and making fun with the 
crowds as in the Mardi Gras. 


DUKE HENRY OF MECKLENBURG-SCHWERIN. 
The military escort to the church to- 


day was exceedingly small, The wed- 
ding was that of the Dutch Reformed 
chruch, und of puritanical simplicity. 
There were no bridesmaids and no 
groomsmen. The decorations in the 
streets along which the wedding pro- 
cession went was most picturesque. 
Indeed the procession passed virtually 
through a tunnel of green and orange 
shrubbery and lanterus. 

The queen mother always wears on 
state occasions some shade of purple 
befitting her matronly figure. Today 
she appeared in a grown of Haruna 
violet, with a long train of deeper 
shade.

For Being Disrespectful to Members 
of the House — Alleged Offender 
Does Not Appear to Be Worried 
as to the Outcome 


soston, Feb. 7,—Mr. Skerrett of Wor- 
cester offered an order in the house 
yesterday for the appearance before the 
bar of the house of Thomas W. Law- 
Sou, the tinancier and yachtsman, who 
took a prominent part in last year’s 
investigation of the Boston gas situa- 
tion. The order charges Mr. Lawson 
with belug disrespectful in a newspaper 
interview to the members of the house, 
and further provides for his arrest by 
the sergeant-at-arnis, 

Some days after the gas matter first 
nade its appeuratce at the present ses- 
sion, Mr. Lawson was quoted as saying 
that it did not matter how mucb the 
members of the house desired another 
investigatiun, no such investigation 
would take place this year for the rea- 
son that the gas interests were too pow- 
erful, aud had decided that matters 
should rest at present. Mr, Lawson 
further charged that $39,000 was spent 
in changing the attitude of the house 
on the order for investigation by the 
committee on manufactures, whereby 
the order weut first to the committee 
on rules, to report on the expediency of 
such action. The latter committee is 
expected to report at once on the ir- 
vestigation order. 

The order yesterday created the great- 
est sensation thus far of the session, al- 
though it was greeted with laughter. 
At the request of one member the dis- 
cussion of the order went over, when 
{it is expected there will be a very 
heated debate not only over the Law- 
but on the report of the 
committee on rules on the expediency 
of the gas investigation. 

In reply to the legislative 
Thowas W. Lawton says: 

“I have read the order, and, of course, 
like every one clse who has read it, 
am amused. I am beginning to think 
that the members of the present great 
and general court, realizing that they 
will have no vuudeville investigation 
this session, are determined to get up 
funny little skits of their own. 

“It does seem too bad--that fs, it 
seens that way to all serlous-minded 
citizens of Massachusetts—that every 
one of the recent Massachusetts gen-

have no respect for its dignity, and 
who, to use old-fashion English, ‘do 
fool things.’ 

“Could anyone imagine a more ridl- 
culous position for the Massachusetts 
legislature to place itself in than to 
compel a private citizen of its state to 
come before it to answer questions, the 
answers to which have been and are 
known to every observant citizen of 
the state? 

“If the present Massachusetts leg- 
islature wants to know If it Is con- 
trolled, and by whom, it can, in a two 
days’ investigation, meant to investi- 
gate, held by a committee composed of 
its honest members, find out, although 
it is safe to say that after the proper 
authorities had taken cognizance of the 
results of such an investigation, cer- 
tain members of the legislature would 
take less interest in affairs of the state 
for the time being. 

“But, of course, they do uot want an 
investigatlon—that is, in my opinion, 
they do not want an _ investigation. 
Anyway, as I have said before, they 
won't have any, not a ‘truly investiga-

Last fall Mr. Whiting published sey-| ————— 


eral articles in a local paper attacking 
the Council and the administration, 
and I waited upon Mayor Hall and 
asked him if he thought it wasin good 
taste for a member of a board to 
attack the Council and his administra- 
tion. Mayor Hall-replied ‘‘ No, and I 
have seen Whiting and told him to 
stop writing articles.” 

I then asked him if he thought it 
right to retain a man on the board who 
was attacking his administration, and 
requested him oot to reappoint Mr. 
Whiting. The Mayor agreed to advise 
me in regard to reappointing him, but 
he did not so advise me. I told the 
Mayor that there was plenty of matters 
in his administration last year that 
could be criticised besides those that 
Mr, Whiting had criticiséd. 

Mr. Whiting was reappointed, and I 
told the Mayor that I was going to crit- 
cise at every opportunity that I got. 
The Mayor said, ‘‘Then you propose 
to fight everything that this adminis- 
tration proposes?” 4‘ No,sir. Any- 
thing that will benefit the city I will 
support, but if you make any mistakes 
this year as you did last year, I will 
have an opportunity to do all the criti- 
cising that I want to.” 

In regard to the well known citizen 
of Ward Six referred to in the letter, I 
never made any such statement. 
Another misstatement is, that I was 
the only man who wanted him re- 
moved, which is not true, for to my 
own knowledge there were several citi- 
zens in high standing who suggested

The only foundation for such 
a ridiculous charge is the fact that I 
advised Mr. Badger to ascertain if the 
board could legally make such a trans- 
fer before they took such action, and 
Mr. Badger informed me that he had 
looked into the matter and had grave 
doubts as to whether the board could 
legally do so, and it appeers to me that 
this statement of Mr. Whiting’s isa 
gratuitous insult to Mr. Badger’s intel- 
ligence, 

Ideny most emphatically that any- 
thing is being done to block the admin- 
istration in the performance of its 
duties, and far from any such attempt 
on my part. I do not, believe that 
there is any man in Quincy who de- 
votes as much time to the city’s in- 
terests as I do. I believe that both 
Mr. Freeman and myself are as fully 
alive to the duties that we owe to our 
constituents as Mr. Whiting is. Mr.

As to Righ's of City Cour-' 
cil to Investigate. 


——— 


Lawyer Blackmur Cites 
a Precedent, 


And Quotes the Law Relative to 
Such Inquiries. 


Paul R.

Blackmur, ex-City Solicitor 
rendered the following written 
opinion, relative to the legality of the 
order for an investigation adopted by 
the City Council Monday evening, 
which has been questioned, and which 
will be foaght by Mayor Hall: 

The claim is made that under Section 
2 of the City Charter the City Council 
has po authority to investigate any of 
the acts of the Executive department. 
What the section says is that the 
Legislative department shall never 
exercise any executive power. It will 
be observed that there is nothing said 


here as to the investigation of the 
executive branch by the legislative 
branch, in other words, the right to 
inguire whether or no the executive 
branch is properly exercising its 
powers. It simply says that the 


Council shall not itself exercise the 
powers of the executive branch. 

As is well known, one of the prin- 
cipal duties of the executive branch 
is the carrying out of the laws passed 


by the legislative branch of the city 
government. The ordinances of the 


city are enacted by the Council. It 
becomes the duty of the executive 
branch to administer them honestly 
and fairly. It would be absurd to say 
that the legislative branch shall make 
laws which the executive branch of the 
government is to carry out, and then to 
contend that the legislative branch has 
no authority to inquire into the fact as 
to whether or not those laws are fairly 
and honestly administered. 

The charter provides that in the 
event of a direct violation of the laws, 
or to use the exact words of the 
‘*For any official misconduct 
or neglect of duty the Mayor himself 
may be removed from office by the City 
Council.’’ It does not seem reasonable 


that the Council, having the power to 
remove the Mayor, cannot seek 
information by investigation into his 


offivial acts of his appointees before it 
attempts to remove the chief executive. 
If the Council bas the power of re- 
moval, it certainly has the form of 
first instituting an investigation to see 
whether the removal would be justifi- 
able. 

What is meant by the 
power of the Executive department is 
that the legislative branch shall not 
attempt themselves personally to carry 
ont and administer any of the laws 
which they pass, but shall leave that 
always to the Executive department. 
Section 13 of the charter provides that 
the ‘‘Council shall, so far as is not in- 
consistant with the provisions of this 
act, have and exercise al] the legisla- 
powers of towns, and have the 
and be subjuct to the liabili- 
ties of city councils, and of either 
branch thereof, under the general laws 
of the Commonwealth, and it may by 
ordinance prescribe the manner in 
which such power shall be exercised."’ 
It will not be denied that other 
cities and towns have the right 
to investigate the acts of their cfficials. 
As is well known, it is frequently done. 
a power, if not inherent in the 
| City Council, is given to it by the 
| section of the charter above quoted.

this investigation is to remove either 
the Inspector of Plumbing or tho 
| Board of Health, but is to acquire in- 
| formation on a subject which becomes 
notorious, and which affects the public 
service and administration of the ordi- 
nances and the laws of the Common- 
wealth, and to hold the Mayor 1re- 
sponsible if it is found that he is act- 
ing improperly. 

It has been openly stated, in the 
public prints and so far as I haye 
learned, without contradiction, that a 
conspiracy existed between the Mayor 
and the Board of Health and certain 
persons to remove a city official, ap- 
pointed after a Civil Service examina- 
tion, without any just cause, to satisfy 
a political promise and a personal 
grudge to certain politicians. 

If that be so, the Mayor of the city 
is guilty of a direct violation of the 
ordinances and also the general laws, 
but before he is directly charged with 
it by the Council, it seemed proper and 
dignified that an investigation should 
be had by the Courcil to determine the 
truth and place the responsibility. 

It is not contended that the Council 
can remove the Inspector of Plumbing 
! or the Board ef Health, or prevent the 
Board of Health from investigating its 
Inspector, but it certainly has the au- 


#7 bas been quoted to show that that 
only is the method by which the Coun- 
cil may obtain information from the 
executive department, but Section 37 
) Simply prescribes one of the methods 
jot obtaining information, and says that 

The Mayor shall, when requested, 
and all other officials above named shall, 
ubless excused, 
meetings, *’ 

It also, however, provides that they 
shall, at the request of the Council, 
answer for their respective officers, 
committees and boards at the meetings 
of the Council. The purpose here is to 
have them always available to give im- 
mediate information, It has been held 
by former city solicitors that meetings 
of the Council meant also meetings of 
the committees of the Council, and in 
pursuance of that interpretation, city 
officials have and do from time to time 
appear before different committees, 
both special and standing, of the City 
Council whenever requested so to do. 

Section 37 also says that they ‘‘shall 
give such information as may be re- 
quired by the members of the Council, 
and answer such questions as may be 
asked by the members in relation to 
aby matter, act or thing connected with 
their respective offices or the discharge 
of the duties thereof.’’ If they shall 
do this before the meetings of the 
Council, they shall also do this before 
any committee of the Council delegated 
by that body to interrogate’ them, It 
is inherent with all legislative 
bodies to delegate to a committee of a 
body the powers of the body itself to 
hold hearings and take evidence. 

Even if it is contended that because 
the charter does not give specifically 
the right to interrogate except in the 
Council, it may be contended that 
the general laws give the right to 
under the statute of 1900, 
Chapter 267. Under that statute, 
questionably a committee can 
gate and hear such evidence as it de- 
sires, and as a result of that investiga- 
tion, report to the Council as a whole 
certain questions to be put to the In- 
spector of Plumbing, the Board of 
Health, and the Mayor himself. 

Section 46 also provides that ‘‘other 
officials and employes of the city than 
those mentioned in Section 37 shall, at 
the request of the Council, appear be- 
fore it and give such infurmation as it 
may require in relation to any matter, 
thing or act connected with their re- 
spective oftices or employment, or the 
discharge of the duties thereof.’’? That 
also weans that they shall appear be- 
fore any committee delegated by the 
Council with full powers to act, | 

On the question as to whether the} 
Board of Health has violated the sabe 
in a conspiracy to remove the Inspector 
of Plumbing without just cause, 
Section 49 of the charter provides that 
‘‘Nothing in the act contained shall) 
effect the enforcement of the provisions | 
of Chapter 320 of the Acts of the year) 
1884, being an act to Improve the Civil | 
Service of the Commonwealth and cities 
thereof.’’ It also provides that the 
City Council shall make sufficient and 
proper appropriations for the carrying 
out and enfircement of said act and 
said rules in said city. The Council 
is there made practically the body to} 
see that the Civil Service rules are en- 
forced and that no violation or avoid- 
ance of the same is connived at by the 
city officials. 

In view of the claim that the Mayor 
would be justified in fighting this 
order of the Council as an unwarranted 
infringement of the rights of the ex- 
ecutive, and as creating a dangerous 
precedent, and had instructed the heads 
of departments to disregard the 
Council’s summons, it might be profit- 
able to recall the fact that the pre- 
cedent of investigating the executive 
department by the legislative depart- 
ment of the government was established 
some five or six years ago when the 
Fire Department, and the Chief of the 
Fire Department, were investigated by 
a committee ef the City Council dur- 
ing Mayor Fairbank’s administration. 
It might also be well to carefully read 
267 of the Acts of 1900, viz.: 

Section 7 of Chapter 169, Public Stat- 
ates, as amended: Witnesses may be 
summoned to attend and testify, and 
to produce books and papers, at any 
hearing before a city council or either 
branch thereof, or before a joint or 
special eommittee of the same or of 
either branch thereof, or a board of 
selectmen, or s board of police commis- 
sioners, or a board of registrars of 
voters, or in Boston the board of elec- 
tion commissioners, as to matters with-

Fore River Bridge. 


The proposed bill relative to the 
cost of constructing a new bridge over 


the Weymouth Fore river does not 
state the amount wanted for said 
bridge, but leaves it blank for the 


Legislature to say. The bill reads: 

Section 1. Section two of chapter 
four hundred and fifty-six of the acts 
of the year nineteen hundred is hereby 
amended by striking out the words 
‘tone hundred,’? in the fourth line, 
and inserting in the place thereof the 
words :—, —svu as to read as follows: 

Section 2. The cost and expenses 
incurred hereunder shall in the first 
instance be paid by the county of 
Norfolk: provided, that the said cost 
and expenses do not exceed the sum of 
—— thousand dollars; and the county 
commissioners of said county are 
hereby authorized and directed to 
borrow on the credit of the county 
such sums of money as may from time 
to time be required for such cost and 
expenses. All moneys so borrowed 
shall be deposited in the county 
treasury, and the treasurer of the 
county shall pay ont the same as 
ordered by said county com missiuners, 
and shall keep a separate and accurate 
account of all sums borrowed and 
expended, including interest. 

Section 2. This act sball take effect 
upon its passage. 


Secretary Olin’s Report. 

Col. William M. Olin, Secretary of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
has filed his ninth annual report. 

The receipts of the year from com- 
missions, ete, were $59,800.24 of 
which $18,982 came from licenses. 
These fees are about $3,000 less than 
those of 1899. The expenses of the 
department for salaries were $37,072 66; 
incidental expenses of the office, $3,364. 

The number of commissions issued 
was 2,281, an increase of three over 
1899. There were 481 certificates of 
new corporations, a decrease of three 
over 1899. 

The returns of vital statistics cover 
70,457 births, 23,523 marriages, 47,710 
deaths, showing a decrease of 2,653 
births from the preceding year, and an 
increase of 1,381 marriages and 949 
deaths. 

The returns of Clerks of Courts 
showing 1,784 decrees of divorce in 
1900, a decrease of 59. 

The Secretary again urges that the 
matter of engrossed bills be transferred 
from his department to a clerk or clerks 
to be appointed by the Legislature. He 
renews his recommendation of last year, 
that an act be passed authorizing the 
issue of special licenses, without fee, to 
honorably discharged Massachusetts 
soldiers, sailors or marines who served 
in the war against Spain.

ACTIVITY OF BOERS 


Causes England to Decide Upon Heavy 
Reinforcements For Kitchener 

London, Feb. 7.—The following an- 
nouncement has been issued by the war 
office: 

“In view of the recent Boer activity 
in various directions, the government 
has decided, in addition to the large 
forces recently equipped locally in 
South Africa, to reinforce Lord Kitch- 
ener by 30,000 mounted troops beyond 
those already landed in Cape Colony. 
| Recruiting for the imperial yeomanry 

has proceeded so rapidly that it is an- 
ticipated 10,000 will shortly be avail- 
able. 

“The South African mounted con- 
stabulary, including those enlisted in 
j the colonies, may be relied upon to ex- 
tend to 8000, and the new colonial con- 
tingents, to replace those withdrawn, 
will probably reach 5000. 

“The remainder of the force will be 
made up of cavalry and mounted in- 
fantry from the home establishment. 
‘The enlistment of volunteers to replace 
those that have already served a year 
in South Africa is also being proceeded 
with. Arrangements have been made 
for the proinpt equipment and transpor- 
tation of the force. The first con- 
tingent will leave ou the Aurania, Feb. 
9.”

A DECIDED SENSATION 


Is Sprung Before a Legislative 
Committee on Rules 


A LUMP SUM OF $1,000,000 


Said to Have Been Charged Off on 
Books of Gas and Coke Company For 
Legislative Purposes—Accuser Given 
the Lie Direct by President of Concern 


Boston, Feb. 8.—The rumor that other 
distinguished nen from outside the 
State, supposed to represent the gas 
interests of J. Edward Addicks, would 
appear before the house committee on 
rules at the state house yesterday 
caused the little room next the speaker's 
office to overflow. Henry M. Whitne, 
and Treasurer Tudor of the New Eng: 
land Gas und Coke company, with 
their counsel, William M. Butler, ar 
rived early, aud eould hardly find seat. 
because of the crowd of newspaper men 
which had settled down in all parts o1 
the chamber. 

The sensation, instead of taking place 
on the floor of&he house on the ques: 
tion of the arrest of a prominent finan- 
cier, occurred before the committee on 
rules, where the lie was passed and 
charges of corruption made by prom- 
inent participants iu last year’s fruitless 
investigation of the Boston gas com- 
panies. 

The order in the house for the appear. 
ance of Thomas W. Lawson, who fig: 
ured conspicuously at the hearings last 
year, and who, it was claimed, had re- 
flected on the present legislature in stat 
ing that the gus interests would allow 
no investigation this year, fell very flat 
In fact the order was practically 
laughed out of the house, the leaders 
pointing out that it was grotesque and 
ridiculous. Ouly a few members sup- 
ported it. 

3ut the hearing before the committee 
on rules on the order of Mr. MePhersen 
for another gas investigation was of 
an entirely different order. Mr. Mec 
Pherson promised a sensation, and the 
committee got it, when he directly 
charged that a lump sua of $1,000,006 
bad been charged off on the books of 
the New England Gas and Coke com- 
pany for legislative purposes, The 
committee pointed out the seriousnes 
of such a statement, and asked Mr. Me- 
Pherson for evidence. The latter ad- 
mitted that he had only the word of 
some gentleinen whose names he re- 
fused to give, to substantiate his 
charges, but said he would have these 
gentiemen before the committee to bacl 
up his statements. Mr. McPherson alse 
claimed that notes for large amounts 
had been made by a number of the gas 
companies in Boston and the money 
loaned out to another company, th 
New Englaud Gas aud Coke company, 
without sufticient security. He said 
these notes were held by savings banks 
and national banks throughout the 
state, much to the detriment of the 
latter institutions. 

When he had finished, Henry M 
Whitney, president of the Coke com- 
pany, took the floor, and at once de- 
nounced the charges as un outrageous 
and infamous lie. He was _ sternly 
called to order by the chairman, but 
succeeded in repeating his statement. 
He challenged Mr. McPherson to show 
any such item on the books of any gas 
company in Boston. He further 
claimed that the order for an investiga- 
tion was an attempt to blackmail the 
Boston companies, and that Mr. Mce- 
Pherson was in clese contact with 
Thomas W. Lawson, who, Mr. Whitney 
said, had been vainly trying to ruin him 
for some years, 

The hearing was continued until Mon- 
day, when Mr. McPherson says he will 
produce his evidence to substantiate his 
charge. 


Golden Stool Will Never Be Found 

London, Feb. 8.—Sir James Willocks 
who put down the Ashanti rising, says 
the work could not have been done by 
white troops, owing to the impenetra- 
ble forests, the bogs and the flooded 
rivers. ‘he golden stool, the symbol 
of Ashanti royalty, will probably never 
be found, as its hiding place is believed 
to be known to two natives only, who 
would destroy it rather than reveal its 
whereabouts. 


Governor Barnes Won’t Permit Fight 
Guthrie, O. T., Feb. 8.—Governor 
Barnes, when told of the Shawnee 
Fair association’s guarantee of $25,000 
to bring the Jeffries-Ruhlin fight to 
Oklohama, said: ‘No prize fight can 
be held in Oklahoma while I am gov- 
ernor. Prize fighting is prohibited by 
our laws, and they will be enforced.” 


Authorities Take Action 
Kingston, Jam., Feb. §.—In_ couse- 
quence of a series of agrarian riots in 
the frult producing parish of St. Marv, 
Governor Hemming yesterday issued a 
proclamation, warning the people 
against attempting to take forcible pos- 
session of any land. The troubles have 

been developing a serious ' phase. 


An Important Capture

that an anarchist has been arrested at

SOUTH AFRICAN SITUATION 


The Latest Casualty List Reveals a 
Second Attack on Modderfontein 
London, Feb. $.—The latest casualty 

list issued by the war oftice reveals an- 

other attack on Modderfontein, not pre- 
viously reported from South Africa, 

This occurred Feb. 2, the British losing 

§ killed and 31 wounded. The pre- 

vious attack, when the Boers captured 

200, occurred Jan. 380. 

From Cape Town comes the follow- 
ing official report of the invasion: 

“The anticipated invasion by Chris- 
tian De Wet has not+yet occurred, but 
it may be only delayed. Although there 
is no cousideruble movement, small 
bodies of men continue to dribble across 
the Orange river. The largest of 
these, 200 strong, crossed near Bangor 
Station five days ago.” 

The report then gives elaborate de- 
tails regarding the present disposition 
of the Boer and British in Cape Col- 
ony. 

It is aunounced that the Imperial gov- 
ernment will advance $500,000 for the 
relief of (he distressed refugees. 

For Civil Authorities to Deal With 

Washington, Feb. 8.—After an ex- 
amination of the data subunitted by one 
of the ‘inspection officers who looked 
into the charges preferred against Cap- 
tain King, the war department bas de- 
cided that his case should be dealt with 
by the civil authorities. The officer, 
who is a volunteer, is now held by the 
civil authorities at Mobile, Ala., on a 
charge of accepting a bribe from a con- 
tractor in connection with the construc- 
tion of military buildings. 


Robbery Accomplished by Torture 

Toledo, Feb. 8.—Four masked men 
broke into the house of Charles Krout, 
near Steam Corners, and after in- 
timidating the husband, wife and son, 
helped themseives to a hearty meal. 
Then they ransacked the house se. 
curing about $9. When Krout refused 
to give them tore they stripped him 
and Jaid him upon a hot stove until he 
directed them to a spare room, where 
they secured $1300 and left. 


Kickers’ Great Opportunity 

Madrid, Feb. 8.—The breakdown of 
the Spanish arimored cruiser Emperador 
Carlos V, at the outset of her voyage to 
Cowes to represent Spain at the naval 
demonstration in honor of the late 
Queen Victoria, has aroused much in- 
dignation, and bitter attacks are being 
made on the administration by the Lib- 
eral press, which points out that the ad- 
ministration has learned nothing from 
the Spanish-. Ame rican war. 


Without Political Significance 

Washington, Feb, 8.—Information has 
been received here of a clash between 
sailors of the United States naval ves- 
sel Lancaster, now at La Guira, Vene- 
zuela, and the populace of that city. 
Yrom what can be gleaned the diffi- 
culty in all probability was the out- 
come of a brawl between sailors who 
had been enjoying themselves on shore 
leave. No fatal casualties are reported, 


Emulating the Nation Crusade 

Milwaukee, Feb. 8.—An unknown fe- 
male entered a saloon here yesterday, 
seized and armful of pool balls and 
hurled them about with such good aim 
that the mirrors and other glassware 
about the place were quickly demol- 
ished. She finished the work of de- 
inolition and escaped before an oflicer 
could be brought to the scene. 


Killed For rhirty-Five Cents — 
New York, Feb. 8.—Charles Yost was 
stabbed to death last night by Fred 
Hoffman, a Third avenue grocer. The 
two men quarrelled over 35 cents, 
which Hoffman claimed was owed by 
Mrs. Yost. Hoffman used a cheese 
knife, and Yost managed to reach home, 
dying inhis wife’sarms. Hoffman was 
arrested. 


Another Revolution Squelched 

Washington, Feb. 8.—Miuister Loomis 
telegraphs that ihe government of Ven- 
ezuela has just suppressed a revolu- 
tionary uprising in the island of Mur- 
garita, and that the revolution in east- 
ern Venezuela has been suppressed.

; TIVE P. PASSENGERS KILLED & 


And Many Are Missing as the Result 
of a Wreck on the Erie Road 
Greenville, Pa., Feb. 8—A New York- 
Chicago Mmited truin on the Erie rail- 
road was wrecked yesterday within the 
town limits. were 
dead when ‘saken from the wreck, sev- 
eral are missing and there are a num: 

ber of badly injured. 

Hardly a passenger escaped without 
some injury. The ill-fated train was 
composed entirely of vestibuled Pull- 
manus, three sleepers, a day coach, con- 
bination smoker and baggage car and 
a mail car. It was drawn by one of 
the new Atlantic type of engines, Not 
one of the 16 occupants escaped death 
or injury. One car was completely 
telescoped by the steel muil car ahead. 
which went through it as if It were 
paper. The scene of the wreck {fs on 
a sharp curve. On one side, 40 feet 
below, flows the Shenango river, on the 
other is a steep bluff. 

The engine left the track at the curve, 
and before it had gone two car lengths 
ploughed into the steep hill, where it 
fellon oneside, ‘The train was running 
about two hours late. After the crash 
the uninjured passengers set about the 
rescue of the dead and wounded, sur: 
geons were summoned and within a few 
moments the dead and dying were be- 
ing cared for as fast as they could be 
ciscovered beneath the wreckage. 

The scenes inside the telescoped cat 
were terrible. Men begged to be re 
leased and screamed in agony. They 
were heaped in a corner of the car, 
dumped there by the irresistible im- 
petus of the mailecar. Both the engin: 
eer and fireman escaped by jumping, 
though both were painfully injured.

Parkway Hearings. 

The Committee on Metropolitan Af- 
fairs of the Legislature advertises hear- 
ings for next Wednesday at room 436, 
State House, at 10 A. M.. on the peti- 
tion of Mayor Hall relative to the con- 
struction of a roadway over land taken 
in Quincy for the shore reservation, 
for the construction of the 
Furnace Brook Parkway from the Blue 
Hills to Merrymount Park. 


A Complete Interior Re- 
modeling Proposed. 


Will Give Many Addi- 
tional Offices. 


The Architect’s Estimate About 
$12,000. 


The plans submitted by Mayor Hall 
to the City Council Monday evening, 
for remodelling City Hall, call for an 
entire change of the interior. It means 
practically the tearing out of everything 
and building anew. An outline de- 
scription therefore of the changes as 
proposed by the plans will be of in- 
terest. 

For the basement three plans are pro- 
posed: One removes the Police Station 
from the building entirely and the oth- 
er two retains it. 

The first plan calls for a corridor 
running the entire length of the build- 
ing from east to west. In this plan, 
the entrance is by a stairway leading 
from the corridor to the first floor at 
the front or Hancock street end, and 
another stairway leading from the same 
corrider at the westerly or rear end. 
On the south side of the corridor are 
three offices whose dimensions are 
practically 17x17, 16x17 and 25x19. At 
the westerly end of the south side are 
the lavatories for men and women. 

On the northerly side are two vaults 
and three offices which are 14x17, 15x14 
and 18x11, Also a coal room 18x24 and 
a boiler room. 

In the second layout, the Police sta- 
tion remains as it is now with the same 
entrance. West of the station is an of- 
fice 25x19 feet. In other respects the 
layout is the same as in the first plan. 

In the third layout, the outside stair- 
way leads to a guard room 17x12, From 
this. entrance is had to the cell room 


which runs across the front of the 
building. There is also a tramp room 
20x12, Back of the tramp room is an 


office 25x19. The arrangement of the 
offices on the north side is the same as 
in the other layouts. 

On the street tloor the stone steps and 
large main entrance leading to the 
Council chamber will be removed and 
in its place a smaller entrance substi- 
tuted opening into a corridor running 
the entire length of the building. 

From this corridor stairs lead from 
the front and westerly ends to the base- 
ment and to the sesond floor. 

The arrangement of the rooms on the 
south side ara as follows: Office of 
Commissioner of Public Works, 19 by 
17, which also has a small private 
room; office of the Water department, 
16 by 17; Sewer department, 14 by 20, 
and two other offices 10 by 20 and % 
by 20, 

These are all connected by doors and 
have entrances from the corridor. 

On the north side is the Treasurer’s 
office 17 by 16 which also contains two 
vaults; City Clerk’s office, 14 by 20; 
Mayor’s office by 20; Assessors’ 
office, 13 by 20; Tax Collector’s oftice 


13 by 20, These are also connected by 
doors and have entrances from the 
corridor. 


There is also a plan for a one story 
wing on the north side which would 
enlarge all of these offices about 8 feet 
on that side. 

In the Council chamber or second 
floor there is a corridor 9 feet wide 
running froin the Hancock end of the 
building 36 feet, or to the public seats 
of the Council chamber. 

On either side uf this corridor are 
two offices, or four in all, each being 
17 by 18, The position of the Conncil 
chamber remains as at present, al- 
though somewhat reduced in size. 

On the third floor is a corridor as be- 
low, and four offices of the same size 
as those on the second floor. In front 
of these there is a gallery overlooking 
the Council chamber. 

Entrance to the seesond, or Council 
chamber floor is by stairways at the 
east and westerly ends, leading from 
the corridor on the street floor. 

The plans if adopted will necessitate 
the cutting of more windows through 
the solid granite walls of the building. 

The architect’s estimate of the cost 
of the remodelling is abont $12,000. 

The plans are now before the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings who are ex- 
pected to report at an early date.

OLD GOLONY ST. RY 


New Name and New Officers for 
Brockton Street Railway. 


It is probable that after next Monday 
the system of street railway lines south 
of Boston, owned by the Massachusetts 
Electric Co will be known as the Old 
Colony street railway. Ever since these 
roads became the property of the 
Massachusetts Electric Co. the officials 
have been steadily at work consolidat- 
ing the roads, so as to bring them 
under one system, and to do away with 
the local offices, and thus effect a 
saving in the operating expenses, 

The work of consolidating these 
roads has been going on for nearly two 
years, One by one they were consoli- 
dated with the Brockton street railway 
until every line between Neponset and 
Fall River, became known as the Brock- 
ton street railway. Now the lines 
which include the Quincy & Boston are 
to be known as the Old Colony street 
railway, 

With these changes there also comes 
changes in the officials, Mr. John R. 
Graham, who was formerly president 
of the Quincy «& Boston has been 
elected vice president of the Massacha- 
setts Electric Co. with an office at 14 
Kilby street, Boston. He has charge 
of the financial end of the company and 
all checks issued by the company are 
countersigned by him. 

Robert S. Goff of Fall River has been 
appointed general superintendent of 
the Old Colony Co. The system has 
been divided into divisions. That in 
which Quincy is interested includes 
all of the old Quincy & Boston, the 
Boston, Milton & Brockton, the West 
Roxbury «& Roslindale, that part of the 
Weymouth & Braintree road which 
covers East Braintree, Weymouth 
Landing and East Weymouth and that 
part of the South Shore & Boston 
which covers North and East Wey- 
mouth, Hingham and Nantasket beach. 

H. E. Reynolds, formerly treasurer 
of the Brockton street railway, has 
been appointed superintendent of this 
division and will make bis head- 
quarters in Quincy. Mr. A. H. Wol- 
cott the superintendent of the Quincy 
Boston retains his present position. 

Mr. R. B. Rogers of the Brockton 
street railway is to be superintendent 
of a division which includes the old 
Brockton street railway, a part of the 
vld South Shore & Boston, and Wey- 
mouth & Rraintree, and a part of the 
road operating south of Brockton. 


Deacon Hardwick Dead. 


Mr. Franklin Hardwick of Spear 
street, known for many years as Deacon 
Hardwick, died shortly before mid- 
night Thursday night, in his 74th year. 
For many years he was in partnership 
witb his brother, the late Charles Hen- 
ry Hardwick, granite quarrymen, under 
the firm name of C. H. Hardwick «& 
Co. Ten to fifteen years ago he with- 
drew from the firm, and with his son 
continued the business of quarrying un- 
der the firm name of F. Hardwick & 
Son, For many years he was promi- 
nent in the Evangelical Congregational 
church, now the Bethany Congrega- 
tional church, of Quincy, and has been 
one of the deacons, filling this office 
atthe time of his death. His wife 
died a few years ago, and a son and 
daughter survive him, Mr. C. Frank 
Hardwick of Quincy and Mrs. E. Vic- 
tor Bigelow of Lowell, recently of Co- 
hasset.

In both cases the 
actual reasons were identical,—that we 
both had the audacity to stand up and 
oppose his dictatorship at Wollaston 
and expose his hypocrisy in seeking 
nominations at the hands of the Re- 
publican caucuses and then during the 
Mayoralty campaigas turning around 
and kniling the Republican candidates 
for Mayor. The fact that I wrote 
several articles exposing the extrava- 
garmt street expenditures which were 
saddled upon the ?city during his in- 
cumbency as president and Mr. Free- 
man’s as chairman of the Committee 
on Finance of the Council, had but 
little bearing upon bis attempt to have 
me removed as Park Commissioner. 

As a confirmation of this let me cite 
the case of Tax Collector Baker. It will 
be reco'lected that at one of the final 
meetings of the Council of 1900 when 
the guestion of the Tax Collector's 
salary was under discussion. President 
Bryant left his chair, and, taking the 
floor, made a bitter personal attack on 
Mr. Baker. The Ledger of the follow- 
ing date contained a scathing letter 
from Mr. Baker sharply arraigning 
both Mr. Bryant and his next friend, 
Mr. Freeman. But Mr, Bryant did sot 
use that as an argument against the 
Tax Collector’s re-appointment, this 
year. 

Mr. Bryant's whole bitterness centers 
around one point,—I have dared to 
question his dictatorship. 

There is one point which Mr. Bryant 
makes in his letter, and that is his 
disinclination to have any of his official 
acts looked into or in any way com- 
To a man who assumes to 
be a dictator or a boss this attitude 
follows as a course. The 
tendency of all governments is towards 
the greater and greater delegation of 
power. When our people used to 
assemble in town meetings public 
affairs were freely discussed, and very 
little was too sacred or too confidential 
to be freely spoken of. But with the 
growth in population these old Demo- 
cratic methods lave of necessity been 
abandoned. We now delegate power in 
our municipal government to the City 
Council and to the Mayor, who in turn, 
delegate what they have received to the 
heads of the various departments. The 
inevitable tendency is to assume that 
the power delegated can be exercised 
without criticism that the Council 
and officials must be judged by their 
work, and that, haying been intrusted 
r, they are answerable only 
when their term of service is at end, 
and they appear before the people for 
re election or reappointment, 

This, I hold, to be a thoroughly mis- 
taken supposition, and one entirely 
eontrary to our theory of government. 
The oftice of President of the City 
Council, or chairman of the Finance 
Committee, are not private enterprises 
which concern merely those who hold 
those positions, but are, on the con- 
trary carried on for the public good. 
For this reason the public has the right 
to inform itself of the way which its 
servants ace performing their duty. 
These two'dfticials seem to assume that 
investigation comment or criticism is 
uncalled for and impertinent. They are 
disposed to hold themselves as though 
the work they are engaged in doing 
was a private affair, which concerned 
no one but themselves. 

The Republican parry owes nothing 
to Mr. Bryant. Why should he be 
allowed to continue to pose asa ‘*Re- 
publican’’ president of the Council 
when he devotes his entire time to at- 
tempting to place every Republican 
administration in a hele and lauds to 
the skies each Democratic administra- 
tion?

ig placed a metallic cartridge contain- 
ing 80 grains of blasting powder, wad- 
ded with a cork and tamped lke an 
ordinary miner's blast. It is discharg- 
ed by a needle on a lever attached to 
the base of the forged iron holder. 

“The detonation is very loud. As 
soon as the lanyard ts pulled flame is 
visible at the mouth of the gun, fol- 
lowed immediately by a wreath of 
smoke. A shrill whistling sound im- 
mediately follows the firing of the can- 
non and ts heard for 14 seconds. Ata 
distance this whistling is much louder 
than near the gun. I am told that it 
travels at a speed of 330 meters per 
second, 4,620 meters in 14 seconds, 
which is nearly two and a half miles. 
During the firing a few drops of rain 
fell. 

“I interviewed from 20 to 30 large 
wine growers who used the cannon 
last summer. They were all emphatic 
in their belief in the efficacy of fighting 
hail with gunpowder. They said that 
if the weather were hot and they saw 
the clouds forming they prepared for 
a charge. If the clouds were moving 
rapidly, their direction was changed or 
the movement was stopped by the fir- 
ing. They were torn asunder and 
broken into shreds, and a copious fall 
of rain soon followed. 

“In localities where great losses from 
hail bave been incurred every summer, 
the cannon were used last summer, 
and no hail fell. Two or three miles 
distant, where no cannon were fired, 
the hail was very destructive. One 
cannon protects nearly 75 acres of 
land.” 


Travels Thousands of Miles, 

The ~~any thousands of miles which 
a man unconsciously travels in his life- 
time, taking into consideration the 
paces his footsteps measure as he 
walks about each day, are enough to 
make him sit down to rest for the re- 
mainder of his life. 

But now a German scientist bas 
come forward with some still more 
startling facts concerning the journeys 
which our eyelid undertakes every 
time it winks, and {it is not possible 
for us to see, he says, unless we wink. 
Unconsciously we wink once a second, 
so that for the time we are awake dur- 
ing the day we voluntarily wink from 
48,600 to 50,000 times and in a year 
have moved our upper eyelids down 
and up again no less than 18,250,000 
times. The distance that the eyelid 
travels in its great speed is measured 
from a single involuntary wink. 

This, the scientist says, is a quarter 
of an inch both ways, the eyelid mov- 
ing equally up and down, so that, tak- 
ing the movement of both eyelids into 
consideration, they cover some 50,000

Love and Joy aud happiness seemed 
to pervade all the ceremonies, and such 
an outpouring of affection as the Hol- 
landers showed for their young queen 
lias probably never been surpassed on 
the part of the public. 

Last evening the bridegroom was pro- 
claimed Prince of The Netherlands in 
the Court Gazette. 

Never was seen a more beautiful and 
happy wedding. The popular belief 
is that it is a love match, and this gives 
a romantic coloring to the event which 
is generally lacking in royal marriages. 

Queen Willelmina made a very wit- 
ning and human bride. She blushed 
aud became confused over the cere- 
monlal with the ring, as all brides are 
supposed to do, while her happiness 
and pride over the enthusiam of her 
people were plainly deeper than a mere 
matter of form. Prince Heinrich was 
an awkward, but stalwart and manly 
figure. Either he was forgetful or 
badly trained in the part, for the pastor 
had to give him two or three hints as 
to how to carry himself. 

The populace is~like a multitude of 
very happy children. ‘Thousands are 
swarming through the principal streets. 
There is considerable mild hilarity in- 
spired by wine, but no offensive drunk- 
enness. On all the principal streets 
are portraits of the queen, Prince Hein- 
rich, the queen dowager and Duchess 
Marie, as weil as the national arms. 

The marriage was a series of brill- 
iantly colored pictures. But the severe 
simplicity of the Dutch form of mar- 
riage, which was followed to the let- 
ter in the civil contract before the min- 
ister of justice, Dr. Van Der Linden, 
and in the old-fashioned, religious ser- 
yiee in Groote Kerk, gave it a demo- 
cratic spirit. 

Dr. Van Der Viien, in the regulation 
black gown, rose belind the railing and 
offered a long prayer in earnest tones. 
Then the choir sang a Dutch hymn. 

The queen bowed her head low, and 
the chaplain addressed the bridal couple 
earnestly and solemnly. The only 
sound which marred the impressive 
scene was the sharp clicking of pho- 
; tograph cameras in the press gallery 
facing the royal sextet, all of whom 
noticed the disturbance and looked an- 
noyed. 

The choir then sang another hymn, 
during which the congregation stood, 
according to Dutch custom. 

After this the queen and duke rose 
and the queen removed her right glove, 
disclosing an immense jeweled bracelet 
on her wrist. The minister stretched 
out his arms and the couple stepped 
forward a few paces, directly in front 
of the altar railing. 

Duke Henry took the bride’s right 
hand in his ieft, his right resting on the 
hilt of his sword, while the deep, im- 
pressive tones of the chaplain’s voice 
rang throughout the church as he re- 
peated the imarriage service. 

The queen stood very erect, blushing. 
Duke Henry shifted his feet nervously 
and played with his sword. Finally 
the minister held out a gold plate, from 
which the duke took a ring and placed 
it on the third finger of the queen's 
tight hand. 

The queen took another ring, with a 
slight fumbling, and slipped it on the 
the sane finger of the duke’s right hand. 

Then, as the chaplain raised his 
arms in the attitude of blessing, the 
couple sank on their knees and there 
was a great rustle of relief after the 
tension of long listeaing throughout the 
church. 

After the invocation of the blessing 
of the Father, Son and Koly Ghost, 
there was a moment's hesitation, and 
the duke stepped forward and grasped 
the chaplain’s hands and shook them 
cordially. Vhe queen followed him 
and also shook his hand, with no air of 
royal condecension, but with a grate- 
ful sniile. 

The minister bowed low over the hand 
of the queen, who bowed lower, almost 
kneeling. After this, without any fam- 
ily greetings, the procession quietly re- 
formed and passed down the aisle, 

while the choir sang a hymn of Schiller’s 
to Gluck’s joyful music. 

Outside the big carriage, in which 
the queen mother rode, with six black 
horses drawing it, was just rolling 
away, and the military band was play- 
ing the “Washington Post March,” 
while cheers and shouting filled the air. 

The eutire expense of the wedding 
will be borne by the royal family, with- 
out any government appropriation. 
They include the entire new outfit of 
all the royal retinue, several state din- 
hers and the important item of warm- 
ing the church where the ceremony took 
place. ‘There, as in all the churches in 
Holland, no apparatus is supplied for 
the regular services, and a week ago 
the air inside was even colder than the 
freezing outside. Queen Wilhelmina 
ordered several stoves to be put in, 
which were kept fired to their full ca- 
pacity for a week.

In the evi- 
dence brought out yesterday, the main 
contention of the defense was that the 
directors of the bank knew McClure 
was getting the money from the bank.

“If there is not interest enough in this 
matter to induce the presence of a quo- 
rum after a second call of the senate 
there is very little sense in keeping 
others of us who do come, I shail 
not now move to adjourn, but if, in 
view of the efforts that have been made 
to induce the attendance of 1 quorum, 
those efforts shall fail, I shall move to 
adjourn.” 

The attendance of 46 senators was se- 
cured at 8:15, and Mr. Teller entered an 
earnest and emphatic protest against 
the holding of night sessions, with a 
view to advancing the shipping bill. 

Mr. Jones declared that no fair-mind- 
ed man on either side of the senate be- 
lieved in the propriety of night sessions. 
They were not in the interest ef public 
business. [n conclusion, Mr. Jones 
said: “I do not propose to submit to 
this sort of exaction tamely and quietly. 
So far as I am concerned I do net pro- 
pose to come here at night to debate 
this bill, if I can help it, and I think I 
can.” 

Considerable comedy mae badinage 
of a good natured sort marked the ses- 
sion as it progressed, started by vain 
efforts of Mr. Beveridge in the chair to 
induce senators to gain his recognition 
before addressing the senate. 

Mr. Teller made the closing speech of 
the evening, and soon became embroiled 
in a wordy war with Mr. Frye. 

An amendment by Mr. Aldrich tha 
was pending, was adopted. It provides 
that vessels of 18 knots and over shall 
receive a subsidy of 1.6 eents per gross 
ton. 

Pending consideration of another 
amendment Mr. Jones meved to ad- 
journ. The motion was defeated, 22 
to 20, but it developing there was no 
quorum, Mr. Frye moved an adjourn- 
inent, and at 11:10 o'clock the senate ad- 
journed. 

Senator Spooner’s attitude toward the 
subsidy continues to be a subject of 
much debate. One of its promoters 
passed three hours with Mr. Spooner 
explaining in great detail the pro- 
visions of the bill, and arguing with 
him in its behalf. Then several of the 
senators most interested In the Grout 
bill have gone to him to urge that he 
abandon his plan of using that measure 
to antagonize the subsidy. Their argu- 
ment is that this course would make 
enemies for the Grout bill among the 
subsidy men, which antagonism the 
butter men maintain they cannot afford 
to have aroused. 

The general impression seems to be 
that the subsidy people are this week 
making a great spectacular play, and, 
while a few of those senators who hare 
it most at heart would like to see this 
demonstration result {2 the success of 
the measure, a larger number are quite 
indifferent to its fate, although joluing 
In this exhibition of party earnestness. 


The postoffice appropriation bill, de- 
bate on which has censusned almost an 
entire week In the house, was finally 
passed yesterday. The debate hoy- 
ered about three topics, railway mail 
pay, pneumatic tube service and special 
fast mail facilities, but it bore no fruit. 
The amendment to reduce the rate of 
railway mail pay was ruled out on a 
point of order. The amendment to con- 
tinue the pueumatic tube service in 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia 
was abandoned with the purpose of 
making the fight in the senate, and the 
motion to strike out the appropriations 
for special mail facilities was defeated. 


Won’t Answer Before “Soreheads” 

Washington, Feb. 8—The house com- 
mittee on elections will take cognizance 
of the petitions and charges against 
Delegate Wilcox of Hawali, presented 
by George LD. Gear of Hawaii. When 
the hearing began yesterday, Chairman 
Taylor asked Mr. Wilcox if he had 
read the charges. The delegate re- 
plied in the affirmative, and sald: “I 
will answer in a proper way, but I will 
do it to the committee and not before 
these soreheads coming here.” Mr. 
Wilcox said that his answer would be 
ready today.

With State Senator Tim Sullivan and 
many others who have since 
prominence Steve once sold newspa- | 
pers and blacked around city 
hall and the Bowery, his favorite | 
haunt. 

Hiis first newspaper mention came 
with his appointment to a lieutenancy | 
in Captain Ayer’s famous life saving 
corps organized on the East river 
front. Steve, like every other street 
sain of his day, was almost amphibi- 
ous and spent half his time in the wa- 
ters of the river. Many rescues were | 
credited to him while still a youth, in- 
cluding two young women who fell off

A strong and daring swimmer, he was 
in his element in the water, and a short 
while later at Coney Island he rescued 
Miss Jennie Rhett, an actress who had 
ventured beyond her depth.

reached the zenith of his career by 
persuading several newspaper men 
that he jumped off the Brooklyn bridge |

By his un- 
ostentatious manner the has won the 
hearts of hfs subjects, and the only 
class who found fault with him for it| 
has been the “old” aristocracy, who} 
still regard royalty as sacred. 

There is littl or no doubt that his 
majesty will be as strongly intrenched 
in the hearts of Englishmen as king 
as he was as Prince of Wales, though 
he will never receive the reverent, al- | 
most idolatrous love that was so free- 
ly given to even the name of the late 
queen. 

Although there is a very widespread 
impression in this cduntry that his 
majesty has hitherto led a life searce- 
ly in accord with the canons of 
morals, there is little doubt that his

It is 
true, however, that in his earlier years

After making 
official visits in Canada his royal high- 
ness visited the United States under 
his minor title of Baron Renfrew. Be- 
fore crossing to the United States he 
made this speech, which well expresses 
attitude toward our half 
of the English speaking race:

We is a 
well educated, brainy English gentle- 
man, gifted with the common sense of 
most of his countrymen and subjects. 
Besides English, he speaks German, 
French, Italian and Russian. | 

The new queen of Engiand is one of 
the most lovable and lovely of royal 
women and is a daughter of the king of 
Denmark. She has endeared herself to 
the English people by her charities and 
her interest in their welfare, and noth- | 
ing in the past career of the new king 
has so raised him in the esteem of his 
people as his devotion to his wife.

Result From a Fire Which May Have 
Been of Incendiary Origin 
Boston, Feb. 11.—Three persons dead, 
five others badly injured, and a financial

There is a suspicion that the fire it- 
self was of incendiary origin, and two 
arrests have been made. The per- 
sous locked up are Harris Levin, aged 
38, and his wife, Bertha, aged 35. They 
are held pending an _ investigation. 
Levin had a shoe store on the first floor 
of the burned buiiding, and the sus- 
picion that naphtha or something of 
that nature was at the bottom of the 
ive, together with the disappearance 
of Levin, his wife aud four children, im- 
mediately on the discovery of the fire, 
was the basis of the arrest. 

The tire waseatteaded by more thrill- 
ing scenes than have been witnessed in 
Soston for a long tilae. Men and wom- 
en jumped from the burning building, 
and firemen and policemen rescued 
others from smoke-filled corridors and 
hallways. ‘The building was occupied 
by 17 persons, and it is a miracle that 
more were hot injures d or killed.

If shall not be done 
warning was given that 1000 armed 
men would iimiwediately move on the

Yesterday's action is the result of the 
crusade started in Topeka less than 10 
days ago by Mrs. Carrie Nation. The 
mheeting Was a remarkable one in every 
respect. It was called by a committee 
ot the Law Enforcement league, and 
was attended by nearly all the prom- 
inent men of the city. <A 
feeling of intense earnestness pervaded 
the meeting. Conservative men, who 
have hitherto advocated moderation in 
the dealings with the lawless element, 
insisted in unmistakeable terms that the 
time had come when patience had 
ceased to be a virtue, and that the people 
of Topeka should take the law in their 
own hands. 

The ultimatum issued 
the the city and county to 
perform their duty regarding the clos- 
ing of the juints. The oflicers were 
warned that they had waited long 
enough. The property owners in whose 
premises the Joints are kept were also 
warned that they should abate the 
nuisances at once, or the people of 
Topeka would not be responsible for 
the damage that might ensue to the 
buildings 

When the reader of the ultimatum 
reached the part pertaining to the joint- 
isis, there was a hush of expectation, 
as there had for several days been ru- 
mors that some important declarations 
were to be made. The words of con-

| Perhaps no one of the annual fix- 
tures at New York’s big show palace is 
attended by a greater amount of de- 
; tail in the work of preparation than the

| The immense amount of material and 
| labor necessary to transform the am- 
phitheater into an ideal sportsman’s 
paradise, with its accompanying ex- 
| hibits of guns, rifles, ammunition, 
tents, cabins, boats, canoes, game ani- 
| mals, game birds and fishes and the 
hundred and one articles in the kit of 
the hunter and fisherman is known 
| only to those who have the work of 
| preparation in hand. With the work 
accomplished, however, and the spec- 
tacle ready for the opening of the doors, 
members and exhibitors have at each 
aunual show felt amply repaid for their 
efforts in the completeness of their 
handiwork and the beauty and attrac- 
tiveness of their production. 

Visitors to this year’s show will see 
some changes in the general arrange- 
| ment and effects, says the New York 
Commercial Advertiser. Instead of the 
big pool used for aquatie sports last 
year will be seen a pretty lake with in- 
dented shores, a model island at its 
western end, and its waters stretching 
| away toward towering mountains, from 
| which tumble cascades and waterfalls. 
| To heighten the realistic effect natural 
| bridges and arches of rock will span 
the waters of the lake at the base of 
| the mountains. At the mouth of one of 
| the streams entering the lake a colony 
| of beavers will be seen busily engaged 
| in building their dam, with muskrats 
| and other amphibious animals disport- 

ing themselves at the water’s edge. 
| he whole scene is intended to be an 
| exact reproduction of the lake and is- 
|}land in the land of the Ojibways, 

where these Indians assemble annual- 
| ly for the holding of their religious 
rites and festivals. At one side of the 
island is a great flat rock, which in the 
| original has been worn perfectly 
| smooth by the feet of the Indian dan- 
cers which have trodden the surface for 
| many years past. A band of Ojibways 
| will be present at this year’s show, and 
each afternoon and evening will de- 
| scend the side of the mountain, embark 
in their canoes and paddle to the island, 
there to hold their dances and perform 
their tribal rites. These finished, they 
will then go on a beaver hunt, demol- 
ishing the dam and chasing its occu- 
} pants out of the water. Within an 
| hour afterward the beavers will have 
returned to their homes, whick they 
will promptly proceed to rebuild, They 
| will accomplish the work overnight 
and by the following morning will have 
the dam in readiness for a second at- 
tack by the Ojibways. If not wounded 
| or determinedly pursued, beavers will 
return again and again to their dams 
and patiently repair any damage thelr 
j homes may have sustained. It Is as- 
| serted by Superintendent Armstrong, 
who has the beaver exhibit in charge, 
that the little animals will display this 
| characteristic in the Garden as they 
| would in their native haunts, During 
the afternoon and evening visitors who 
so desire may enjoy a ride in the ca- 
noes of the Indians, who will make the 
| circuit of the lake, passing beneath the 
stone archways and returning to the 
starting point. 

The Maine guides will this year make 

a more extensive exhibit than they 
|} have yet attempted. They have se- 
cured practically the whole stretch of 
space bordering the south side of the 
arena and say they will illustrate life 
| in the Maine woods in a style that will 
| cause the average sportsman to belleve 
himself on the shores of the Penobscot 
or the Rangeleys. The Adirondack 
guides, not to be outdone by their ri- 
yals of the Pine Tree State, have taken 
equally large space on the north side 
of the arena and promise to transport 
|a section of Adirondack preserve, if 
necessary, to convince visitors to the 
| show that the land of the Mohawks Is 
the only true sportsman’s paradise. 

A feature of the show this year that 
is quite sure to interest the younger 
generation of sportsmen will be the 
camp of the Junior League of the Na- 
tional Sportsmen's association. Among 
the members of the league are young 
Teddy Roosevelt, a younger son of 
| Riehard Croker and other youngsters

As to the Financial Methods 
of Gas Companies 


HE WAS OFFERED $1,000,000 


To Cease Attacks on Company of 
Which Whitney Was the 
Alleged Illegal Exchange of Notes

Boston, Feb. 12.—Thomas W. Law- 
son made his appearance before the 
committee on rules at the state house 
yesterday to support Mepresentative 
McPhersou’s gas order. His address, 
which was typewritten, was a tirade 
against Henry M. Whitney, whom he 
charged with building up a machine to 
influence legislation Mr. Lawson de- 
nounced Mr. Whitney and the com- 
panies in which he is interested, and 
bitterly arraigned their fiuancial meth- 
ods. 

The hearing was one of the most in- 
teresting froin a spectacular standpoint 
that has ever been held in the state 
house, for it brought face to face two of 
the leading financiers of the city, who, 
only tive years ago, joined hands in get- 
ting through the legislature a stupen- 
dous gas i.easure, but who today are 
enemies. 

Very little of what might be called 
substantial evidence was brought out, 
for Mr. who the only 
Witness, read a long address in the na- 
ture of an indictment of Mr. Whitney 
and his methods, every werd of which 
he said was true. On this statement, 
he asked the committee to order an in- 
vestigation, assuring the committee that 
they would tind every oue of his charges 
verified when they come to examine the 
hooks of the New England Gas and 
Coke company, the leading Whitney en- 
terprise. ‘his latter company, being 
in the nature of a private corporation or 
partnership, is not amendable to the 
laws govering corporations in this state, 
and every effort to examine the books 
has been strongly opposed. 

Mr. Lawson read his statement in the 
most dramatic manner, niuch to the 
amusement of the dense throng, who 
applauded many of his strong points, 
He was examined at some length as to 
the evidence, but reiterated his plea 
for the comunittee to believe his state- 
ments, and to verify them by opening 
the books of the coke company, the 
power to do which he claims rests solely 
with the legislature. 

Mr. Lawson, however, pa'd particular 
attention to the sensational charge of 
Representative McPherson of Framing- 
ham, who introduced the gas order, 
that an item of $1,000,000 appeared on 
the books of the coke company for legis- 
lative purposes. On being asked to 
substantiate this charge, Mr. Lawson 
said that a director in the coke com- 
pany had told him that that amount had 
been voted by the board, to be paid in 
stock to Mr. Lawson if he would cease 
his attacks on the Whitney companies. 

An amusing controversy took place 
between Mr. Lawson and his counsel, 
as to whether the director's name 
should be furnished, the former at first 
declining to give it. But being backed 
up by his counsel in this decision, Mr. 
Lawson suddenly changed his mind and 
agreed to give the name. Before he 
could do so, the hearing took another 
turn, and the interesting incident was 
forgotten. 

As to the $1,000,000 item, Mr. Lawson 
said he knew that it was charged off to 
him on the books of the coke company, 
but that be had never received it. 

The committee then took up the other 
charge of Mr. McPherson, that the dif- 
ferent gas had been ex- 
changing notes illegally, and that some

of the banks of the state held these se- 
curities, which, it was claimed, were of 
a doubtful character 

Mr. Lawsou suid he keew of nu- 
merous instances where notes had been 
made by the companies for large 
amounts, one for $50,000, which had 
been discounted by his own firm. He 
did not know what disposition had been 
made of the proceeds. He said no 
formerly considered their notes good, 
but an adverse legal opinion had 
changed his mind regarding thein. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lawson told the 
committee that the reason he continued 
his attacks upou Mr. Whitney was be- 
cause he considered the gas companies 
were being run on bad principles, and 
in many cases fraudulent methods were 
used. His language in this respect was 
particularly severe. 

Mr. Whitney miade a brief rejoinder 
in which be denied all Mr. Lawson's 
statements, afier which the hearing 
closed. 

The committee will meet 
on the investigation order, but in any 
event can only report to the house, rec- 
ommending or opposing a gas investiga- 
tion.

PRINCIPLE OF PROTECTION 


Has Done Much Toward Making Silk 
Industry Prosperous in America 
New York, Feb. 12.—Over 375 mem- 
bers of the Silk Association of America 
and their guests sat dowe to the 29th 


anniversary banquet of the association 
last night. Senator Gallinger re- 
sponded to the toast: “The Congress 
of the United States In Its Relations to 
the Silk Industry of America.” 

Senator Gallinger, aniong other things 
said: ‘The mills and factories of Man- 
chester, N. H., a city of less than 60,- 
06O inhabitants, turned ont last year 
goods which sold for $21,000,000, $6,- 
500,000 being paid in wages. Under 
protection, the woolen, cotton, steel, 
iron, tinplate, silk and all industries 
thrive, and without protection they 
would soon be but a memory—a monu- 
iment to the folly of American states- 
manship,” 

Mr. Gallinger said that important re- 
sults of the active relation of congress 
to the silk industry in America has been 
a marked decline in the price of all 
silk goods to the American consumer 
and the extension of the industry to 
bnew localities, aud ever increasing | 
numbers of operatives employed in | 
the industry. As a revenue producer | 
to the government silks stand third ou 
the list, the classes ahead of it be- | 
ing sugar and woolens, Not only have 
American manufacturers largely sup-| 
plied the home market, but the exporta- 
tion of silk has actually begun.

Peabody, Mass., Feb. 12.—There have 
been no additional arrests in the South 
Danvers National bank wrecking case, 
but it is thought that one or two may 


be made soon. ‘The government ofli- 
cials are still at work investigating 
certain phases of the case for the 


purpose of determining just who is re- 
sponsible for the wrecking of the bank. 

George M. Foster, the ex-cashier of 
the defunct institution, is still contined 
in jail in Boston, being unable to se- 
cure $10,000 — bail. it is significant 
that since he was taken to jail on Fri- 
day, not a single person has called at 
the United States marshal’s oftice for 
the purpose of securing a pass to per- 
mit a visit to the prisoner at the jail. 
Under the law, no United States pris 
oner in the Charles street jail can be 
seen without a pass from some official in 
nuthority. 

The whole matter is in the hands of 
District Attorney Jones, and it is from 
him that Peabody people are looking 
for the next move in the case, It is 
known that Mr. Jones has an expert 
accountant ut work on the bank's 
books. 

What tliat accountant discovers will 
have a strong bearing on the case, and 
may determine whether others than 
Foster, or Foster himself, have done 
anything criminal. The effort on the 
part of some of Foster's friends to shift 
the responsibility upon the directors 
and to make it appear that Foster has 
been made the scapegoat for the mis:

LATEST SPEAKING MACHINE. | 


New Form of Phonograph, Simpler | 
and More Accurate Than the Old. | 


A new form ef phonograph that dif- | 


| fers radically from the Edison type has 


been invented by Professor Paulsen of | 
Copenhagen. He calls it the telegra- 
phone, and those who have investigat- 
ed the invention say it is much sim- 
pler, more sensitive and reproduces 
with far greater accuracy the sounds 
read than does any other machine.

A tiny electro magnet 
has a core of a single plece of soft

According to the Chicago Tribune, 
this magnetic Impression in the steel! 
wire is permanent and does not wear 
out by use any more than a photograh- 
ic negative wears out by printing from 
it. But, like the film on a negative, the 
impression may easily be removed and 
the wire used again. All that is neces- 
sary is to connect the electro magnet 
with a current slightly exceeding the 
maximum current that passed whik 
recording and flowing in the opposite 
direction. With this constant current 
flowing the electro magnet is moved 
over the wire, and all traces of the pre- 
vious impression are removed. 

A record of any length may be made 
by any simple device for lengthening 
the wire. lor instance, the wire may 
be wound in a spiral upon a cylinder. 
The inventor has even found that thin, 
harrow steel foil works admirably aud 
that this may be wound upon any sim 
ple bobbin—one layer over the other 
énd that the impressions will remain 
good for a long perlod. They will, 
however, finally transfer and become 
blurred as two freshly printed pages 
brought together will do. This, howey- 
er, may be avoided in both cases by in- 
terposing between the layer thin paper 
or cloth. 

The wonderful simplicity of this lt- 
tle instrument, together with the ingen- 
ious application of a weil known fact, 
suggests interesting possibilities. Much 
of interest lies in the world just be- 
yond the limit of our senses. Celestial 
photography bas revealed worlds be- 
youd the appreciation of the eye, even 
though the eye be aided with the most 
powerful instrument. Perhaps mag- 
netic photographs of sounds can be en- 
larged and analyzed too.

thing to do in order to accustom one- 
self to it is to remove the bolster. 
Within a few months, be says, one will 
be able to sleep much more calmly 
than ever before and, ntoreover, the 
general health will be much improved. 

“This statement,” he insists, “is not 
made lightly, | ir is the result of long 
experience.” 

The next step, he says, is to remove 
the pillow, for not until then will the 
circulation of the blood be as free as it 
should be. 

In further explanation he says that 
the pillow and bolster keep the head 
and neck at an abnormal angle, and 
that consequently the sleeper’s entire 
the night in an

‘The friendship of 
the powers was weakened by Milan, on 
16, IST, causing himself to be 
proclaimed king of Servia. War broke 
out and the Turks at once 
ignominiously defeated the Servian 
arniy. 

In the Russo*Turkish contlict, Milan 
saw his opportunity, took the field with 
Ihussia, and at the close of the war the 
independence of Servia was recognized. 
In 1885, King Milan declared war on his 
neighbor, Prince Alexandria of Bul- 
garia, but after a brief campaign the 
Servian army was driven back, de- 
feated and crushed. 

Milan was the most profligate 
of all the European royalties, and he 
hed been classed as the greatest spend- 
thrift in Europe. He is said to have 
owed 10,000,000 francs when be was 
compelled to resign the throne of Servia 
in favor of his son, in 1889, and he is 
alleged to have borrowed cash from 
everybody within his reach, while sell- 
ing crosses and slars to anybody willing 
to purchase them. i 

He had been educated in Paris, and 
had imbibed all the reckless gayety of 
the French capital. Ile was married 
ou Oct. 17, 1875, to Natalie Kechko, the 
daughter of a Russian officer, 

The royal couple proved an ill-assort- 
ed pair, and for years their domestic 
quarrels were the talk of the capitals 
of Europe. On March 6, 1889, in con- 
Sequence of these quarrels, King Milan 
abdicated in favor of his son, the Crown 
Prince Alexander, who was born in 
1876, and who is now the reigning mon- 
arch of Servia.

Three years later, the youth- 
ful monarch, who was not yet 17, forced 
the regents to resign, and declared bLim- 
self king.

Sam Wah Kee was arrested at Den- 
nys-ville, Me., Jan. 12, by United States 
officers, charged with bringing six 
Chinamen into this country in viola- 
tion of the United States immigration 
laws. 
and remanded in jail here several days, 
being unable to secure bail. In the 
meantime the six “immigrants” had 
been given a hearing before a United 
States commissioner and ordered de- 
ported. Sam was indicted on six 
counts by the United States grand jury 
last week. He secured bail in the 
amount of $1000, and left immediately 
for Boston. Since that time he has not 
been seen in this city.

‘METERS PROPOSED. | 


Use of Msiariert Increasing to an 


Alarming Extent. 

Mayor Hall and Commissione 
Knowlton were present on Wednesday 
at a meeting of the superintendents of 
Water department in the Metropolitan 
Water Commission. The object of 
the meeting was to discuss the best 
method of reducing the consumption 
of water which has increased to an 
alarming extent. When the Metropoli- 
tan Water system was established it 
was estimated that the consumption in 
1900 would be 73.3 per capita. Figures 
show, however, that it had reached 
112.9 per capita. Should the consump- 
tion continue to increase at the same 
ratio, the system will have reached 
its full capacity in 1910. 

This would mean an outlay of 310,- 
000,000 or $15,000,000 to extend the 
supply, unless the consumption is re- 
duced. 

The opinion of the majority of those 
present at Wednesday’s meeting was 
that water should be metered to the 
different cities and towns and the 
assessment of these cities and towns be 
based _on the amount used; also to 
compel the use of meters on individual 
services and charge consumers for 
what water they use. > It was brought

United Kingdom and the United States 
could be considered as competitors for 
the distinction of being the world’s 
greatest exporter of articles of home 
production. In 1894 the United IKing- 
dom led the United States by nearly 
$250,000,000, and in 1897 the United 
States had so rapidly gained that she 
was but $60,000,000 behind. In 1898 
the United States took first place, our 
exports in that year exceeding those 
of the United Kingdom by nearly 
$100,000,000. Ip 1899 the United King- 
dem again stood at the head of the 
list, her exports exceeding those of the 
United States by nearly $35,000,000. 

In the 11 months of 1900 the domestic 
exports of the United States exceed 
those of the United Kingdom by $5,- 
473,670, and should this rate of gain 
be maintained in December the United 
States will In the year 1900 show a 
larger exportation of domestic products 
than any other nation in the world. 

Comparing the growth of our export 
trade during the last quarter of the 
century with that of the other great 
nations of the world, we are able to} 
better measure the wonderful progress 
shown. France shows ne increase in 
her exports of domestic merchandise 
in the closing quarter of the century. 
Germany shows during the same pe- 
riod an increase of about 50 per cent, 
and the United Kingdom shows from 
1875 to 1900 an increase of nearly 40 
per cent, while the United States 
shews during that time an increase of 
practically 200 per cent. In 1875 the 
exports of domestic merchandise from 
the United States amounted to $497,- 
263,737, while those of Great Britain 
aggregated $1,087,497,000. In 11 
months of 1900 the United States ex- 
ported goods worth $1,308,913,789, 
while the United Kingdom’s exports 
amounted to $1,303,440,000.—Philadel-

RETURNED TO JAIL 


Dickinson Finds It Somewhat Diffi- 
cult to Secure Necessary Bail 

Boston, Ieb, 15.—At the close of busl-

At 4:20, when Dickinson 
was returned to jail, he had secured 
$19,000 of the bail bond, three individ- 
uals being accepted.

They en- 
couraged her in the idea, and although 
she was greatly handicapped by the 
searcity of material with which to 
work, she demonstrated to her own as; 
well as her parents’ satisfaction that 
she was capable of fashioning some 
artistic valentines. 

Lithography was in its infancy, and 
small colored pictures were valued 
more highly than they are at present. 

She bought an assortment, of these 
and a number of fancy envelopes which 
were embellished with a more or less 
elaborate scroll work in each corner, 
and which were regarded as the proper 
stationery at that time. 

In making the first valentines Miss; 
Howland cut the designs from the 
envelopes and pasted them on an ote 
ary sheet of paper This answered for} 
lace work. She then added several} 
colored pictures from her assortment, | 
scalloped the edges of the sheet, and 
one of her brothers who was an accom- 
plished penman inscribed various 
verses significant of love. 

For years, says the Globe, Miss How- 
land had the monopoly of the business 
in this country, and it amounted in 
some years to $50,000 to $75,000. An} 
accident to her father made it neces- 
sary that she relinquish her business, 
to care for him, and it was sold to Mr.

U s surfaces il- 
luminated by various lights he counted 
the involuntary movements of the eye- 
lid, his results being that when candle- 
light was used the eyes were closed 
6.8 times a minute, with gaslight wink 
ing occurred 2.8 times a minute, with 
sunlight the eyes closed 2.2 times and 
with electric light only 1.8 times.

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CONTEST POSTPONED 


Court Grants Permanent Injunction 
Against Prize Fight at Cincinnatti 

Cincinuati, Fev. 15.—There will Be no 
contest between Jeffries and Ruhlin 
or any one else in Saengerfest hall in 
ihis city tonight, and no other date has 
been fixed for the event. The perma- 
pent injunction issued by Judge Hol- 
lister yesterday against the proposed 
championship coutest has caused the 
indefinite postponement of the arrange- 
ments of the state and county authori- 
ties, as well as of the promoters of the 
contest. Those who have been oppos- 
ing the fight are very jubilant, and the 
promoters are correspondingly de- 
pressed over the developments, 

The state won on all the points at is- 
sue in law as well as in fact. In re- 
viewing the testimony the court praised 
that of Manager Brady, in which he 
testified that the contestants would 
do their best to win, and that any other 
kind of a meeting between Jeffries and 
Rublin would be a fake on the publie. 
He severely reviewed the testimony of 
Mapager Madden, who held that there 
had been no prize fights since the day 
of Sullivan and that the proposed con- 
test here was to be one on points rather 
than on merits. The court passed the 
evidence of Madden, holding it to be in- 
sincere, while he announced that the 
testimony of Brady commanded the re- 
spect of the court.

information regarding the names to be 
assumed in entry, the date of their sup- 
posed first arrival in America, and other 
information sufficient for a purely for- 
mal examination. At the hearing the 
immigrants professed entire knowledge 
of English, and had little difficulty in} 
getting through. 

There are also in the possession of the 
government several specimen contracts 
entered into by the smugglers and the 
man to be imported by which the immi- 
grant agreed to pay the former party 
a sum ranging from $100 to $159, and 
heavy interest upon any part of the 
principal Jeft unpaid after a certain 
time. 


Experts In Handling Fish 

Gloucester, Mass., Feb, 15.—A new 
world’s record for fish skinning was es- 
tablished last night by Freeman H. 
Brown, who performed the required 
work in 43 minutes, 50 seconds. The 
oceasion was a competition between 
Brown and George E. Critchett. The 
men were each given 549 pounds of 
whole fish, and were required to skin, 
properly cut, weigh and pack them in 
10 40-pound boxes each, thus making 
400 pounds of boneless fish, all packed. 
Critchett’s time was 48:05. The best 
previous record was about one hour. 


Negotiations at a Standstill 

Pekin, Feb. 15.--No official coummuni- 
cation has yet been made to the for- 
eign euvoys by the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiaries on behalf of the court. At pres- 
ent the negotiations are no further ad- 
vanced than they were at the meet- 
ing when the Chinese pleuipotentiaries 
agreed to the death of Prince Chung and 
Yu Hsien.

Brilliant Career of Thomas Kearns, 
the Senator Elect From Utah.

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“CLOSING UP” DAYS 


Congress Will Have Plenty to Do. Lie at the Bottom of a Shaft of the 


From Now Until Adjournment 

Washington, Feb. 18.—The last week 

but one of the present session of cou- 
gress wiil be an exceedingly busy one 
in the house. Much business remains 
to be disposed of and the inevitable 
crowding which characterizes the clos- 
ing hours of a congress has begun al- 
ready. The appropriation bills, so far 
as the house is coucerued, are in fairly 
goodshape. These bills and conference 
reports will be given the right of way 
over everything else. All other mat- 
ters, some of them of great importance 
relatively, but not of imperative neces- 
sity to be passed, will have to take 
their chances in the final rush. 
The biggest tight between the two 
from present appearances is 
likely to occur over the war revenue 
reduction act. The senate conferees 
seem determined at present to force the 
senate substitute or allow the bill to 
fail. But the house conferees are 
standing firm, and, as many members 
of the house have their backs up, the 
impression prevails that the house will 
support their conferees, and if it does, 
the senate in the end may be compelled 
to yield. 

The senate will devote practically its 
time during this week to appropriation 
bills. ‘The postoffice appropriation bill 
probably will be taken up today, though 
it may give place to the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation — bill. The 
aimount of time to be consumed in dis- 
cussing these measures will depend 
largely upon the determination which 
may be reached with reference to the 
ship subsidy -bill. So long as the Dem- 
ecrats feel that the subsidy bill is to 
be pressed in case of a lull, they will in- 
sist upon debating all measures pre- 
sented. The bilimaking appropriations 
for fortifications will also receive at- 
tention during the week, and it is ex- 
pected that the conference report on 
the Indiav bill will be considered.

Trust May Lead to Free Trade 

London, Feb. 18.—The Standard, in 
the course of a special article on the 
American steel trust, admits that “it 
is a serious nenace to British industry,” 
but thinks that “American users of steel 
goods will also be squeezed to the last 
eent short of damage to the trade. It 
remains to be scen,”’ continues The 
Standard, “whether the American peo- 
ple will much longer tolerate a fiscal 
policy wiich renders such a combina- 
tion possible. If the trust indulges 
over-much in squeezing, the revulsion 
may carry the nation much farther 
than is dreamed of now in the direction 
of free trade.”

fore some of the apparatus that re- 
sponded to the first box had reached 
its house, was fora lively blaze on 


Hancock street, which at first looked 
as though it might be a conflagration. 
Whether the two alarms had apy con- 
nection with each other seems to bea 
question Some hold to the opinion 
that the first or false alarm was to con- 
fuse the firemen and give the second 
fire a chance to get a good start. The 
first alarm was from Box 19 and was 
sounded about 12.50 o’clock. The recall 
sonnded a few minutes later. 

The second alarm was from 
and sounded about 1.10. Hardly had 
the bells ceased sounding the first 
alarm when a second from same box 
was rung in. Two alarms from Box 23 
which is located in one of 
dangerons districts of the city, 
out a large crowd. 

This alarm proved to be for a fire in 
a one story building on Hancock street 
owned by the Tirrell heirs, and occu- 
pied in part by Goss’ fish market, and 
by Dunn’s bicycle agency. When the 
department arrived dense black smoke

was pouring from the building, and 
owing to the dangerous locality, the 


second alarm was sounded. 
This called out practically all of the 


apparatus in the city. By quick and 
energetic work the department soon 


had the fire under control and the recall 
was sounded, 

An examination of the building this 
morning showed that the fire did not 
do as much damage as was at first 
supposed, 

How the fire started isa mystery, 
Officer Murray states that while running 
to Box 1 he detected a strong odor of 
burning wood as he went by the build- 


ing, and itis probable that the fire 
was then in progress. 

Mr. Goss states his loss is largely by 
smoke and water and estimates that 
it will not exceed $150. 

The woodwork between the fish 
market and bicycle store was burned 
somewhat, as was also the woodwork 


in the work room in the rear of the 
fish market. The greatest damage will 
be by smoke and water, 

Inspector Adams of the Fire Mar- 
shal’s office, who made an_ investiga- 
tion this morning, gives it as his opin- 


ion that the fire started on the floor 
of the toilet room, which is between 
the two stores. On the fish market 


side of this tuilet room was a stove in 
which there was a fire, Sbutas the 
woodwork on that side of the partition 
was not scorched the fire evidently did 
not that.

During Debate on the Government’s 

Foreign Policy—Chamberlain Makes 
| a Heated Defense of His Own Policy 
—Has Hard Words For ‘*Pro-Boers” 


; London, Feb. 19.—The government's

previous notice from the questioner. 
John Dillon, in spite of an unusually 
large attendance, almost won a yie- 
tory. 

Winston Churchill made a 
speech in reply to Mr. George's eriti- 
| cisin of the conduct of the South African 
war, in the course of which he had de- 
; Lounced the burning of farms and the 
keeping of Boer women and children 
in British laagers, on reduced pro 
visions,

We challenge you 
again. Tonight six pro-Boers have 
spoken, and uot a single Liberal Im- 
perialist.” 

Mr. Reid objected to the term pro- 
Boer, but Mr. Chamberlain stuck to 
his guns. “I maintain,” he said, “that 
there is no other name for the men who 
believe every scandalous libel on Lrit- 
ish officers and soldiers.” 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain said he 
believed that with the development of 
South Africa, persons of British origin 
would be largely in excess of the rest 
of the population. 

“Before we grant free government to 
the Boers,” exclaimed the colonial sec- 
retary, “the country must be restored 
to something like its normal condition. 
I believe the Boers know well the terms 
offered them. ‘the time is perhaps 
not opportune for taking further steps 
to make the terms known, but I bave 
been in communication with Sir Alfred 
Milner with a view of taking advantage 
|} Of any opportunity that might present 
itself.

FOUR FIREMEN KILLED 


Progress of a Fire at New Haven 

New Haven, Feb. 19.—Four men are 
dead, one fatally injured and more bod 
fes are yet to be found, it is thought, in 
the ruins of an unoccupied shop on Win- 
chester avenue, which caught fire this 
tnorning. The dead are Captain Jo- 
seph Condren, Edward Hale, William 
Riley and Frank Williams, all firemen. 
Henry Powell was fearfully burned and 
his chances of life are considered very 
slim. 

The fire was discovered at 1:30, and as 
the building is situated over a mile 
from the centre of the city, had gained 
considerable headway before the de- 
partinent reached the scene.

Something About Fosburg Murder 

Taunton, Mass., Feb. 19.—The so- 
called “wire gang”—Jonathan H. Smith, 
William Hackett and Fred Patterson— 
were yesterday sentenced to various 
penal institntions of the state, while 
the fourth member, William Smith, was 
placed under probation in bonds of $100. 

Although their depredations in steal 
ing copper in this state and Rhode Isl- 
and have caused them to attain con- 
siderable potoriety, the chief interest 
in their exploits has been the attempt 
to connect them with the mysterious 
murder of May Fosburg at Pittsfield 
last summer, as it is known that some 
of the men were in that vicinity engaged 
in their favorite occupation about that 
time. 

Jonathan H. Smith was considered by 
the government to be the leader and re- 
ceived the severest sentence, not less 
than three or more than five years ip 
state prison, with one day of solitary 
confinement. Hackett was sent to the 
house of correction at New Bedford for 
213 years, while Patterson goes to the 
Massachusetts reformatory at Concord. 

Previous to the decision of the court 
the district attorney requested that the 
men be sept to different institutions, sc 
that there might be no communication 
between them as to the Fosburg case. 
The men were all brought into court 
yesterday morning, and each withdrew 
his previous plea of not guilty. 


SHOT BY A BOY 


Hiead New Hampshire 
Fatally Peppered by Accident 
Dover, N. H., Feb. 19.—Mrs. Joseph 
Jenkins of Lee Hook was shot in the 
head and fatally wounded yesterday by 
Frank Pollard, 15 years of age. The

Warning had been served on 
the proprietress to business. 
When the men entered they ordered 
drinks, whiclt were at once served by 
Bartender Hudson. One of the men 
rapped loudly on the bar, and at this 
signal about 20 more men rushed into 
the place. All carried arms and were 
masked, A dozen shotguns were raised 
and discharged into the ceiling, ap- 
parently to demoralize the keeper of the 
place, Two men rushed upon Ifudson 
with guus levelled at his head. He 
grasped the barrels and pushed them 
aside just as they exploded. Hudson 
slipped to the floor. 

Just then Mrs. Hudson burst open the 
rear door and entered. She dashed 
toward her husband, whom she sup- 
posed to have been shot. Hardly had 
she crossed half the intervening space 
when another gun was discharged point 
blank at her head. The whole top of 
her skull was blown away, and Hudson, 
regaining his feet, bore her to the rear 
room, where she died. 

Ten men are said to have been wait- 
ing under arms to help defend the joint 
from the expected raid, but when the 
band entered the place and began shoot- 
ing the defenders became panie strick- 
en and decamped, 

When the raiders saw Mrs. Hudson 
fall they, too, became frightened, and 
hastily left the place without attempt- 
ipz to destroy the liquor or fixtures,

The proposed act to provide fer the 
Construction at Dedham of a Building 
for the Registries of Deeds and Pro- 
bate, and for the Probate Court for the 
County of Norfolk, reads as follows: 

Section 1. The county commissioners

Henry H. Faxon Hopes i 
Will Remain. 


As a Monumental Bar 
Against Drinking. 


Vice Rampant After ti P. M.--Many 
Disgraced and Ruined. 


Hearings were begun on Wednesday 
at the State House by the Committee 
on Liquor Laws, on the removal of the 
semi-colon from the liquor law of 1880 
which prohibits the sale in hotels after 
LAPP oe, 

Senator Morse and Michael J. Murray 
appeared in favor of the proposed 
legislation, representing the hotel 
men. Henry Goodwin of the Crawford 
House, John W. Duncklee of the 
Brunswick, Walter P. Rousseau of the 
Hiotel Men’s Association, and George 
Il, Bowker of Holyoke and Fred §, 
Ristern spoke in favor. 

Henry H. Faxon of Quincy was well 
loaded for them all, and is reported as 
follows in opposition: 

‘*T am thankful if 
lawyers who revised the Statutes in 
1882 made a mistake which benefits 
the order loving people. 

‘*The fashionable much 
exercised over the loss of that portion | 
of their debauching business 
they have carried on after 11 o'clock 
at night. Mr. Chairman and gentle- 
men, when you think of your sons and 
daughters, and the young men and 
women of your acquaintance, can you 
conscieutiously make a recommenda- 
tion which, if carried out, will open 
these hostelries at an hour when vice 
is rampant in all large cities? Dare 
you assure the responsibility of bring- 
ing disgrace and ruin upon thousands 
of both sexes which is sure to follow 
if these hotels are visited after an at- 
tendance upon the theatre or other 
places of amusement? ¢ 

‘I sincerely hope that you will let 
the famous semi-colon stand as a 
monumental bar against liquor drink- 
ing and consequent debauchery after 
11 o'clock P. M. Ido not expect that 
it is possible to reform the morals of 
Boston by any vunctuation which you 
may put into the law, but I pray you 
do not make it easier for the sinks of 
corruption in this city to destroy the 
young men and women of our suburban 
towns and cities by furnishing tempta- 
tions to induce them to lose the last 
train to their homes, where they would 
be safe from these evil influences. 

‘*The law has never been enforced in 
this city. The restrictive features of 
the statutes regulating the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors have been most 
librally construed in the interests of 
the rumsellers, and they have not 
hesitated to violate them all with im- 
punity. Ido not depend upon rumor 
or hearsay evidence for my informa- 
tion. In 1882, the year when it is 
claimed those who revised the statutes 
dropped out the comma and inserted 
the semi-colon in the law, I put on a 
disguise and made a personal investiga- 
tion of 20 saloons in Boston where the 
conditions had been deemed so bad that 
the commissioners had, revoked their 
licenses. What did I find? In 16 of 
the places visited, which were doing 
business as usual, I either purchased 
or witnessed the sale of liquor; one 
saloon was closed because, report said 
the proprietor had been raided; in an- 
other there was no appearance of liquor 
being sold while in the two remaining 
places of the 20 visited, I waseinformed 
that ‘‘we don’t sell anything now,”’ 
but the condition of the premises did 
not bear out this statement. 

“In my still hunt for game feur 
legislative rumsellers vere visited, two 
holding first class licenses, one a} 
fourth class, and one a fifth class.

HIDING OF BOOTH’S BODY 


An Interesting Story In Connection Again Escapes the British Who ere 


With Assassination of Lincoln 

New York, Feb. 21.—At the monthly 
dinner of the Medico-Legal society, 
given last night, the principal speaker 
was Dr. George L. Porter of Bridge- 
port. He read a paperentitled: “Rem- 
iniscences of the Assassination of Pres- 
fdent Lincoln.” Dr. Porter told the 
Story cf the assassination, and in the 
course of his address said: 

“I was in medical charge in Wash- 
ington after the murder of Lincoln, and 
had unequalled opportunities for obser- 
vation, The descriptions of the dis- 
position of Booth’s body are most in- 
accurate. The body was taken to 
Washington, identified by mauy per 
sons and afterwards taken ina rowboat 
to the Washington arsenal, and in the 
dead of the night, in the presence of the 
mnilitary storekeeper,-feurenlisted men 
nnd tiyself, the only command officer, 
was hidden in a place so secret that 
never to this day has it been correctly 
described. We were requested by Sec- 
retary Stanton to keep silent and no 
man during these 35 years has yet told. 
I believe the body was finally given to 
the family under agreement never to 
mark by mound or monunient where it 
should be placed.”

In the Case of Dr. Kennedy, | 
harged With Murder 


|ANOTHER TRIAL PROBABLE 


' 
Jurors Said to Have Stood Fight | 


Four For Conviction After Twenty- 
Three 


Chair Is Now Further Removed 


Hours’ Deliberation — Death 


New York, Feb. 23.—Dr. Samuel §&. 
Kennedy, under indictment for the mur- 
der of DoNy Reynolds, is again in the 
tombs, in the cell formerly occupied by 
Roland B. Molineux, the jury in the 
second trial of this celebrated case hay- 
| ing disagreed. 

By the disagreement, the prisoner is 
further removed from the death chair, 
to which he was once sentenced. He 
may be released on bail pending a third 
trial, which will be held at an early 
date in the court of general sessions. 

Mrs. Kennelly arrived early at the 
criminal court building, accompanied 
by her father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel W. Eaton; her father-in-law, 
Dr. Kennedy, and other friends. They 
| went to the matron’s room, where Mrs. 
| IXennedy said that she was confident 
| 
| 


that her husband would accompany her 
home. 

While waiting there, Mrs. Kennedy 
received a visit from General Molineux, 
who called to express his sympathy for 
her and the prisoner's father. When 
| Kennedy was brought over the bridge 
| from the tombs, his wife creeted him 
affectionately and spoke words of en- 
|; couragement as she sat with him and 
waited for the jury. 

Those who had gained admission to 
the court room held their places all 
| morning. Shortly 10 o'clock 
all of the Kennedy purty, except the 

wife of the prisoner, took their places 

in the court room, and General Molineux 
sat near the bar, now and then smiling 
} encouragingly at Dr. Kennedy's father. 
| When Justice Fursman took his seat 
}on the bench, at 10:15 a. m., it was 
thought that the jury was ready to re- 
| port, but at 12345 a recess until 2 
o'clock was ordered.

BOERS HARD PRESSED 


Said to Be Saag Before 
Advance of French 


A REPORT FROM KITCHENER 


Indicates That British Have Inflicted 
Heavy Punishment Upon the Enemy 
--Report That Steyn Has Told Boers 
to Shift For Themselves 


London, Feb. 25.—The war oftice has 
received the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener: 

“French reports from Piet Retief, 
Feb. 22, that the result of the column’s 
BWeeping the country 
Boers are retreating in scattered and 
disorganized parties to the number 
of some 5000 in front of him. 

“Amsterdam and Piet Retief have 
been occupied, aud troops gre protect- 
ing the Swazi froutier. French will 
push on, but is wuch hampered by the 
continuous heavy rains. 

“Summary of the total losses inflicted 
upon the enemy up to Feb, 16: Two 
hundred and ninety-two Boers known 
to ‘have been killed and wounded in 
action, 56 taken prisoners, 183 surren- 
dered. One 15-pounder gun, 463 rifles, 
160,000 rounds of ammunition, 38500 
horses, 70 mules, $550 trek oxen, 18,700 
cattle, 155,400 sheep and 1070 wagons 
and carts c: aprane “lL. 

“Our id Five officers and 
41 men killed, and four officers and 108 
men wounded. Major Howard, a very 
gallant oflicer of the Canadian scouts, 
was killed Feb. 17. 

“Plumer reports that Colonel Owen 
captured De Wet’s 15-pounder and pom 
pom Feb, 25, as well as 53 prisoners 
and a quantity of ammunition. We 
had no casualties. Enemy in full re- 
treat, and dispersing, being vigorously 
pursued. 

“De Wet's attempt to invade Cape 
Colony has completely failed.” 

A correspondent of The Daily Mail 
with Henniker’s columu, wiring Satur- 
day, says: 

‘General De Wet was routed yester- 
day by Colouel Plumer, with whom 
were Colonels Henniker, Craddock, 
Jeffreys and Grabbe. ‘This success 
was preceded by a series of desperate 
attempts on the part of the 
cape from the water belt of the Orange 
and the Brake rivers. 

“General De Wet, after unsuccess- 
fully attempting to cross the Brak at 
Klip Drift and the Orange at Read's 
Drift and Marks Drift, moved along 
the bank of the Orange with one gun 
and one pom-pom and la: 
Kameel Drift. At dawn Colonel Plum- 
er left Welgerenden, 22 miles west of 
the I joer cainp, aud moved northeast. 

“At Zuurgat he attacked the enemy, 
taking 40 prisoners. The pursuit was 
continued during the afternoon, the 
Boers moving toward Ilopetown. To- 
ward evening the leading troops sighted 
the enemy, who had laagered beyon 
gun range. Colonel Owen charged the 
spot where the Boer artillery was sup- 
posed to be, and captured the whole of 
it. The enemy fled, leaving thei: 
horses ready saddled, and their cooking 
pots full. According to the latest re- 
ports only 400 Boers recrossed to the 
north side of the river. The Orange is 
greatly swollen.” 

The Daily Telegraph publishes the fol- 
lowing from De Aar, dated Feb. 24: 
“Mr, Steyn addressed the Boers yester- 
day, and told theim they must all shift 
for themselves, returning to Orange 
River Colony as best they could. He 
and General De Wet took 300 of the 
best horses with which to escape.

Obligations on Street Railways. 


communication from Attorney-General 
Knowlton to the New Bedford Mercury 
states the Massachusetts laws govern- 


railways concisely and is of interest. 
He writes: 
‘*Under public statutes, chapter 113, 


retition fora location, were directed 
after due notice, to pass an order re- 


same or any portion thereof under 
such restrictions as they deem the in- 
terests of the public may require.’ 
These were the words of all statutes 
prior to 1898. Under this authority I 
always advised clients, ,whetber rail- 
road companies or municipal officers, 
that no obligations, pecuniary or other- 
wise, could be imposed upon street 


a location, The word ‘restrictions’ 
meant in my opinion, only such regula- 
tions relating to speed of cars, method 
of constraction, character of the rails 
and auch other like restrictions as the 
municipal board might deem to be in 
the public interest. Municipal boards 
had no right whatever 
statute to exact pecuniary obligations 
from a street railway company as a 
condition of the granting of a location. 
I know of no substantial dissent from 
these views by lawyers who have had 
occasion to consider the matter. 
**But the street railway law of 
(statutes of 1598, chapter 78) proceeds 
on an entirely different principle. By 
that statute (section 13) municipal

SENATOR HOAR HOLDS OUT 


Votes Against His Party For the First | 


Time on a Strict Party Vote—Bacon 
Arraigns Administration For *Coer- 
cion” and Talks of **Plunderers” 


Washington, Feb. 28.—The army ap- 
propriation bill, containing the proposi- 
lions of the Republican majority for the 
temporary government of the Philip- 
pines and for the future relations be- 
tween the United States and Cuba, was 
passed at 12:54 a. m. today. 

Many amendments were offered to 
both propositions, but were voted down. 
The original Spooner amendment was 
amended regarding franchises as pro- 
posed by Mr. Hoar, the latter prepo- 
sition having been accepted by the ma- 
jority on ‘Tuesday. 

Throughout the session the army ap- 
propriation bill was under discussion, 
the controverted questions being the 
Spooner Philippine amendment and the 
Platt Cuban amendment. 

The debate and the final vote on the 
amendment were very remarkable for 
two things: First, that Senator Hoar, 
for the first time in his political career, 
voted against his party on a strict party 

vote, and, second, that it reunited the 
Democrats of all factions and sections, 
the party mustering a solid front 
against the Spooner amendment. 

Curiously enough, the debate was con- 
fined entirely to the Democratic 
of the chamber, with one exception. 

Loth amendments were denounced as 
vicious and pernicious legislation, sub- 
versive of the principles of this govern- 


side 


ment and unparalleled in the history 
of legislative enactments. 
Mr. Bacon of Georgia had been 


thoroughly aroused by reports that the 
Democratic members had been induced 
by questionable means to withdraw 
their opposition to the proposed legis 
lation. His arraignment of the admin. 
istration for “coercing” congress into 
enacting such provisions in the closing 
hours of the session was sensationally 
fierce, and he declared that the ouly 
possible object of such action was that 
the “plunderers and vultures” might 
have an opportunity to prey upon the 
prostrate land of the Filipinos. 

Senators Turner, Tillman, Pettigrew, 
Tloar, Teller, Mallory, Lindsay, Culber” 

son, Jones (Ark.), Money, Allen and 
others addressed the senate, all of them 
denouncing the proposed legislation. 

Mr. Hoar eypressed the conviction 
that a great change is going on in the 
minds of the American people and of 
the Republican party as to the policy 
to be pursued in the Philippines. 

“Our fathers did not penetrate into 
a position their children cannot hold, 
he said. awd he was satisfied that when 
the light should come they would be 
found to adhere to the great Declara- 
tion of Independence. In view of this 
change of sentiment he considered it 
better to postpone further discussion in 
order that the change might go on, 

“Although,” he said, “I am opposed 
to the proposition contained in this 
amendinent to commit to five men des- 
potic power over 12,000,000 of men, yet 
I bear in mind that that power is now 
and will for some time in the future 
be exercised by one man. I do not, 
therefore, think it wise to bring on an 
extra session of congress by what would 
in the end be unavailing opposition.” 

Continuing Mr. Hoar predicted that 
the proposed le zislation in the Vhilip- 
pines would “wipe out the last hope 
that the example of the United States 
is to continue to work out its great re- 
sult in the ideas of downtrodden peo- 
ple of the rest of the world. You may, 
he declaimed, in conclusion, “talk about 
benevolent assimilation and use other 
honeyed phrases, but your act is pure, 


simple, undiluted, uncheeked despo- 
tism.” 
At the night session Mr. Teller de- 


clared passionately that he had never 
expected to live, indeed he regretted 
that he had lived. to see the day when 
the ordinary rights of citizens were de- 
nied people under the American flag. 

It looked as if the vote was about to 
be taken, when the veuerable Massa- 
chusetts senator, Mr. Hoar, arose. 
“There is one principle of constitutional 
liberty not yet slain,” said he, “and I 
Will give it a chance tonight.” 

He then offered an amendment pro- 
viding that no official of the Philip- 
pines, vested with legislative power, 
should exercise judicial or executive 
power and vice versa, “to the end that 
the government might be one of law, not 
men.” The amendment was rejeeted— 
ayes, 26; noes, 43. 

At last the decisive moment had ar- 
rived. It was now 10:30 p.m. The 
Senate had been in session continuously 
since 11 o'clock in the morning. The 
vote was taken upon the amended 
Spooner-resolution, which was adopted 
—yeas, 45; nays, 27. Mr. Hoar was 
the only Republican voting with the 
minority.
